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ON  THE  COVER  : 


North  Main  Street  homestead  of  Colonel  Peter  H.  Peirce  — 
pioneer  businessman,  War  of  1812  veteran,  state  senator,  and 
Middleboro’s  Chief  benefactor.  His  self-made  fortune  is  still  being 
expended  by  the  Town,  from  funds  given  to  it  by  his  son,  Thomas, 
the  last  of  Peirce’s  ten  children. 

The  upper  two  stories  were  constructed  in  the  early  1800's  as 
Peirce’s  original  residence,  but  it  was  later  elevated  to  add  the 
existing  ground  floor,  a  magnificent  oval  shaped  spiral  staircase, 
and  a  Greek  Revival  appearance. 

The  location  of  his  residence  was  most  strategic  for  Colonel 
Peirce.  He  could  survey  the  Four  Corners  business  area  that  he 
developed,  his  General  Store  (now  the  Courthouse),  his  workers’ 
quarters  (now  Historical  Museums),  and  the  Nemasket  River  on 
which  his  cotton  mill  was  once  situated. 

In  recent  times  the  dwelling  was  used  in  part  as  a  hardware 
store,  and  in  the  1950’s  a  group  of  prominent  citizens  generously 
contributed  to  rescue  the  building  from  destruction.  It  has  now  been 
beautifully  restored  for  law  offices  and  other  uses.  The  structure 
has  eleven  fireplaces.

The  report  that  follows  for  1973,  contains  most  all  pertinent 
information  in  explaining  the  operations  of  the  town,  department  by 
department.  This  report  is  submitted  to  you  with  the  hope  in  mind 
that  it  will  bring  more  information  to  you  about  the  operations  of  the 
town. 

Many  problems  have  come  before  the  Board  this  past  year  that 
have  either  been  solved  or  brought  under  study  for  eventual 
solution. 

The  future  looks  bright  for  the  town  in  so  very  many  respects. 
However,  progress  and  improvement  in  our  community  will  be 
accomplished  only  with  renewed  efforts  and  cooperations  among  all 
town  departments  and  a  greater  interest  on  the  part  of  interested 
citizens  to  serve  their  community  in  helpful  capacities.  Our  Board, 
as  well  as  all  other  Boards  and  Commissions  of  the  town,  whether 
elected  or  appointed,  is  here  to  serve  you. 

In  regard  to  service,  we  trust  that  the  level  of  the  service  can  be 
maintained  and  improved,  our  problems  solved,  and  plans 
developed  for  the  growth  that  our  community  is  going  to  experience 
in  the  months  and  years  to  come.

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Report  of  the  Town  Manager 

1973  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  town  government.  Com¬ 
plaints  and  requests  for  more  municipal  services  continue  to  in¬ 
crease  each  year.  This  continually  increases  the  spiraling  cost  of 
town  government,  along  with  inflation.  In  general,  it  has  been  a 
good  year  for  the  town  in  many  ways.  Legislation  was  passed  by  the 
Federal  Government  for  Revenue  Sharing.  This  gave  added  money 
for  capital  outlay  that  could  not  possibly  have  been  included  in  the 
budget.  This  alone  helped  slow  the  increase  in  real  estate  taxes. 

The  Emergency  Employment  Act  was  continued  through  this 
year  and  we  received  $55,447.00  in  funds  to  supplement  salaries  for 
some  town  employees. 

There  were  many  other  programs  that  we  took  advantage  of 
where  we  were  able  to  hire  people  to  work  part  time  and  full  time  in 
some  town  departments,  with  their  salaries  being  paid  for  by  the 
Federal  Government. 

More  construction  was  accomplished  at  the  Oliver  Mill 
restoration  area  and  will  continue  until  the  program  is  eventually 
completed.  Damage  by  vandalism  was  repaired  once  again.  It  has 
become  a  favorite  spot  for  picnic  lunches.  Due  to  the  KAO  Kamp- 
ground,  many  out-of-state  travelers  visit  the  area.  This  past 
summer,  it  was  the  scene  of  a  wedding.  There  are  several  raceways 
to  be  restored.  Perhaps  money  can  be  raised  in  the  future  for  the 
construction  of  a  replica  of  an  old  paddle  wheel  that  could  operate  a 
generator  to  supply  electric  energy  for  power  to  light  up  the  entire 
area. 

The  Peirce  Trustees  and  the  Oliver  Mill  Corporation  both 
donated  money  once  again  to  help  out  in  this  area. 

The  newly  built  Miller  St.  Well  No.  5  has  been  added  to  our 
water  supply  system.  On  our  water  exploration  program  for  1977, 
Mr.  Lloyd  Banks,  our  consultant  and  former  town  employee,  did  a 
fine  job  in  discovering  a  million  gallon  per  day  water  supply  down  in 
the  southwest  section  of  our  town.  If  after  our  continued  pumping 
tests  and  it  proves  to  be  of  good  quality,  a  future  town  meeting  will 
be  asking  for  money  to  purchase  this  land  for  future  development. 

The  preparing  of  our  new  water  pollution  control  facility  plans 
and  Environmental  Protection  Agency  report  by  Whitman  and 
Howard  have  been  sent  to  the  proper  agencies  for  approval. 
Whitman  and  Howard  are  ahead  of  schedule.  If  we  do  not  continue 
on  schedule  and  do  not  have  this  new  treatment  plant  facility  in 
operation  by  early  Fall  of  1975,  we  have  the  chance  of  losing  the  new 
proposed  16  million  dollar  construction  expansion  of  Ocean  Spray. 
They  have  been  a  tremendous  asset  to  the  Town.  Their  part-time 
seasonal  employment  has  been  a  great  lift  for  the  retired  with  much 
needed  additional  income  and  Ocean  Spray  is  the  largest  taxpayer 
in  the  Town  of  Middleborough  at  present. 
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The  growth  of  the  town  is  continuing  in  an  orderly  fashion. 
There  are  many  plans  for  sub-divisions  before  the  Planning  Board, 
only  three  have  been  approved  through  1973.  Once  approved,  the 
sub-divider  has  seven  years  to  complete  the  project. 

Additional  space  requested  that  is  needed  within  the  Town  Hall 
was  delayed  with  the  appointment  of  a  three-member  committee  to 
investigate  and  to  report  back  at  the  1974  Town  Meeting.  To  justly 
serve  the  public  with  hearings,  committee  meetings  plus  needed 
office  space,  it  will  be  necessary  for  something  to  be  done  in  the 
very  near  future. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  Town’s  history,  a  woman  has  been 
elected  to  become  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  a  moratorium  on  water  and 
sewer  connections  and  at  a  later  date  this  was  removed  due  to  Town 
Counsel’s  opinion  that  it  would  not  stand  up  in  court. 

A  new  Park  Department  office  and  athletic  building  has  been 
completed. 

A  contract  was  awarded  for  a  hydraulic  study  of  our  existing 
water  mains.  This  was  necessary  for  planning  the  water  extensions 
for  future  growth. 

A  contract  was  awarded  for  the  much  needed  cleaning  and 
television  inspection  of  our  sanitary  sewer  lines.  The  removal  of  all 
surface  and  underground  water  from  our  sanitary  sewer  line  is  now 
a  state  requirement.  By  doing  this,  we  will  give  longer  life  to  the 
present  system. 

Land  adjacent  to  our  present  East  Main  St.  Pumping  Station 
was  taken  by  agreement  to  be  held  for  a  future  water  supply 
pumping  station. 

The  County  Commissioners  finally  won  out  and  will  have  their 
new  4th  District  Court  House  in  either  Rochester  or  Wareham. 

The  T.O.P.I.C.S.  Program  for  public  safety  was  finally  ac¬ 
cepted.  Our  Department  of  Public  Works  once  again  joined  a  union. 

There  are  many  other  interesting  facts  too  numerous  to  mention 
which  would  make  this  a  much  too  lengthy  report. 

For  the  year  1973  this  office  approved  for  issuing  317  Building 
Permits  for  a  total  value  of  $5,712,542.80.  The  following  is  a  break¬ 
down  of  our  building  permit  activity:

4.  No  dwelling,  building  or  accessory  structure  having  a  per¬ 
mitted  use  in  this  district  shall  hereafter  be  erected,  placed,  or 
converted,  on  any  lot  closer  to  side  lot  lines  and  rear  lot  lines  than 
ten  feet.

On  any  lot  having  an  area  of  less  than  forty  thousand  square  feet 
and  a  street  frontage  of  less  than  one  hundred  fifty  feet,  or  to  act 
anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  15:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  By¬ 
laws  by  adding  the  following  to  Section  VII-C: 

6.  The  Board  of  Appeals  established  hereunder  shall  act  as  the 
Board  of  Appeals  under  the  local  zoning  by-laws  adopted  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  40A  and  shall  also  act  under  the  provisions  of 
General  Laws  Chapter  41,  Sections  81Y,  81Z,  and  any  other  relevant 
provisions  of  said  Chapter  41,  as  amended,  or  act  anything  thereon.

(3)  Upon  adoption  of  this  new  Section  1  and  its  provisions  1  and 
2;  any  reference  to  the  old  Section  1  and  its  provisions  in  any  and-or 
all  other  Sections  of  said  “Town  Managers  Act”  shall  be  held  invalid 
after  this  date.

ANNUAL  TOWN  MEETING 

The  meeting  was  opened  at  7:30  P.M.  by  Moderator  Fletcher 
Clark  Jr. 

A  Quorum  was  declared  present. 

Mr.  Paul  T.  Anderson,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
presented  a  plaque  to  Mr.  Norman  L.  Massey,  in  appreciation  for 
his  long  and  dedicated  service  to  the  Town  of  Middleborough  as  a 
member  of  the  Planning  Board. 

Mr.  Paul  T.  Anderson,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
presented  to  the  Town  Meeting  the  following  “Resolution”  which 
was  adopted  by  a  majority  vote: 
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“WHEREAS,  we,  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  in 
the  Town  Hall,  assembled,  are  advised  that  a  court  house  facility  is 
proposed  for  the  Fourth  District  Court  of  Plymouth  County;  and 

WHEREAS,  said  proposed  court  house  facility  is  the  subject  of 
two  bills  presently  pending  before  the  General  Court,  one  bill 
providing  for  a  new  court  house  and  the  other  providing  for  the 
renovation  of  and  an  addition  to  the  existing  court  house  in  the  Town 
of  Middleborough;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  believed  that  the  bill  providing  for  the 
renovation  of  and  an  addition  to  the  existing  court  house  in  the  Town 
of  Middleborough  will  provide  adequate  court  facilities  at  a  cost 
substantially  lower  than  the  cost  of  a  new  courthouse. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  IN  CONSIDERATION  OF  THE  ABOVE, 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  we,  the  citizens  of  the  Town  of  Mid¬ 
dleborough  support  the  construction  of  a  court  house  facility  within 
the  Fourth  District  of  Plymouth  County  because  of  the  decided  need 
therefor;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  we  support  the  bill 
providing  for  the  renovation  and  addition  to  the  present  court  house 
in  the  Town  of  Middleborough  rather  than  a  new  court  house 
because  of  the  substantial  saving  to  the  taxpayers ;  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  in  the  event  the  General 
Court  approves  the  bill  providing  for  the  renovation  of  and  an  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  existing  court  house  in  the  Town  of  Middleborough,  it  is 
the  desire  and  intention  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  to  convey  the 
fee  in  the  existing  court  house  to  the  County  of  Plymouth  for 
nominal  consideration,  subject  only  to  the  reservation  by  the  Town 
of  Middleborough  of  the  use  in  perpetuity  of  the  quarters  in  said 

court  house  presently  being  used  by  the  Town  of  Middleborough 
Police  Department. 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED,  that  the  Town  Clerk  of  the 
Town  of  Middleborough  be  and  is  hereby  requested  to  send  a  copy  of 
these  resolutions  to  the  Joint  Committee  on  Counties  of  the  General 
Court  and  the  County  Commissioners  for  the  County  of  Plymouth.” 

ARTICLE  2:  A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  amend  Ar¬ 
ticle  2  by  deleting  the  word  “prior”  was  lost  by  a  counted  vote  of  Yes 
140  —  No  141. 

Voted  to  authorize  the  treasurer,  with  the  prior  approval  of  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  for  the  eighteen 
month  period  beginning  January  1,  1973,  in  accordance  with 
General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  4,  and  acts  in  amendment 
thereof,  and  including  in  addition  thereto,  Chapter  849  of  the  Acts  of 
1969,  as  amended,  by  issuing  a  note  or  notes  payable  within  one 
year,  and  to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of 
less  than  one  year  in  accordance  with  General  Laws,  Chapter  44, 
Section  17. 
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Finance  Committee  recommends  favorable  action. 

ARTICLE  3:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two 
Hundred  ($200.00)  Dollars:  said  sum  to  be  placed  in  a  County  Ex¬ 
tension  Town  Account,  so  called,  and  expended  by  or  at  the  direction 
of  the  Plymouth  County  Trustees  for  County  Aid  to  Agriculture;, 
and  that,  Harold  C.  Gates,  Sr.,  be  named  as  Town  Director  for  one 
year,  as  provided  in  Sections  40  through  45  of  Chapter  128  of  the 
General  Laws. 

Finance  Committee  recommends  favorable  action. 

ARTICLE  4:  Voted  to  raise  by  taxation  the  sum  of  Seventeen 
Thousand  Dollars  ($17,000.00)  to  meet  the  town’s  share  of  the  cost  of 
Chapter  90  Highway  Construction  and  that  in  addition,  the  sum  of 
Fifty-One  Thousand  Dollars  ($51,000.00)  be  transferred  from 
unappropriated  available  funds  in  the  treasury  to  meet  the  State’s 
and  County’s  shares  in  the  cost  of  this  work  and  that  the  reim¬ 
bursements  from  the  State  and  County  be  restored  upon  their 
receipts  to  unappropriated  available  funds  in  the  treasury. 

Finance  Committee  recommends  favorable  action. 

ARTICLE  5 :  Voted  to  raise  by  taxation  the  sum  of  Six  Thousand 
Dollars  ($6,000.00)  to  meet  the  Town’s  share  of  the  cost  of  Chapter  90 
Highway  Maintenance  and  that  in  addition  the  sum  of  Twelve 
Thousand  Dollars  ($12,000.00)  be  transferred  from  unappropriated 
available  funds  in  the  Treasury  to  meet  the  State’s  and  County’s 
share  in  the  cost  of  this  work,  the  reimbursements  from  the  State 
and  County  to  be  restored  upon  their  receipts  to  unappropriated 
available  funds  in  the  treasury. 

Finance  Committee  recommends  favorable  action. 

ARTICLE  6:  A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000.00)  to  be 
deposited  in  the  Stabilization  Fund  authorized  under  Chapter  40 
Section  5B  was  lost  by  a  counted  vote  of  Yes  10  —  No  302. 

Finance  Committee  recommends  favorable  action. 

ARTICLE  7:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  by  transfer  from 
the  income  from  the  sales  of  gas  and  electricity  the  sum  of  Ten 
Thousand  Dollars  ($10,000.00)  to  the  Town  Hall  Expenses  Account 
and  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Twenty  Five  Thousand  Dollars 
($125,000.00)  for  the  use  of  the  Assessors  in  fixing  the  Tax  Rate. 

Finance  Committee  recommends  favorable  action  with  a 
transfer  of  $125,000.00  —  Town  Hall  Expense  Account  $10,000.00. 

ARTICLE  8:  Voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  take 
all  steps  necessary  to  construct  and  furnish  a  sewage  treatment  and 
disposal  facility  addition  to  the  present  sewage  treatment  facility 
located  off  Everett  Street,  and  for  this  purpose,  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  the  sum  of  Three  Million  Five  Hundred  Thirty  Thousand 
($3,530,000.00)  Dollars  (inclusive  of  federal  and-or  state  grants  in 
aid)  to  pay  the  costs  of  same,  and  to  meet  said  appropriation,  the 
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Treasurer  with  the  prior  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  and 
is  hereby  authorized  pursuant  to  General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section 
8,  as  amended,  to  issue  at  one  time  or  from  time  to  time  bonds  or 
notes  of  the  Town  in  the  aggregate  principal  amount  of  Three 
Million  Five  Hundred  Thirty  Thousand  ($3,530,000.00)  Dollars,  each 
issue  of  said  bonds  or  notes  to  be  payable  over  a  term  not  to  exceed 
20  years,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  event  the  Town  shall  be 
entitled  to  federal  or  state  grants  in  aid  of  the  project  and  shall  have 
received  payment  of  all  or  a  part  thereof  prior  to  the  sale  of  all  of  the 
bonds  and  notes  heretofore  authorized,  such  grants  in  aid  so 
received  shall  be  used  to  meet  said  appropriation  in  lieu  of  the 
proceeds  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  and  notes  and  the  authority  to 
issue  bonds  and  notes  heretofore  authorized  shall  to  the  extent  not 
theretofore  exercised,  be  reduced  accordingly,  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  be  and  is  hereby  further  authorized  in  the  name  and  on 
behalf  of  the  Town  to  apply  for  and  receive  federal  and-or  state 
grants  in  aid  of  said  project,  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  and  is 
hereby  further  authorized  on  behalf  of  the  Town  to  negotiate, 
execute  and  deliver,  an  agreement  with  Ocean  Spray  Cranberries, 
Inc.  providing  for  the  payment  to  the  Town  of  a  portion  of  the  ex¬ 
penses  of  operating  and  maintaining  said  facilities  and  for  reim¬ 
bursing  the  Town  for  a  portion  of  the  net  cost  to  the  Town  of  con¬ 
structing  such  facilities,  to  the  end  that  the  Town  may  eventually  be 
reimbursed  to  the  extent  that  such  facilities  are  constructed  and  are 
operated  and  maintained  to  treat  sanitary  and  industrial  waste 
from  said  Ocean  Spray  Cranberries,  Inc.,  said  agreement  to  be  in 
such  form,  be  for  such  period  and  contain  such  other  provisions  as 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  by  their  execution  and  delivery  thereof  shall 
approve;  and  all  of  the  above  action  to  be  in  addition  to  the  vote 
under  Article  10  of  the  Warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of 
October  24,  1966.  Result  of  a  counted  vote  was  Yes  311  —  No  6  thus 
receiving  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Finance  Committee  recommends  favorable  action. 

ARTICLE  9:  Voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
acquire  the  fee  and  all  rights  and  easements  or  easements,  by  gift, 
purchase  or  taking  by  eminent  domain  under  the  provisions  of 
General  Laws,  Chapter  79,  as  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  deter¬ 
mine  necessary,  for  the  purpose  of  extending,  constructing,  ex¬ 
panding  and  maintaining  electric  transmission  facilities  for  the 
Municipal  Gas  and  Electric  Department,  in,  over,  under  and 
through  the  following  described  land: 

In,  over,  under  and  through  any  and  all  portions  of  a  strip  of 
land  100  feet  in  width  and  located  southerly  of  and  abutting  the 
southerly  side  of  the  right  of  way  as  shown  on  a  plan  entitled  “Town 
of  Middleborough  —  Right  of  Way  for  Tremont  —  Middleborough 
Electric  Line  — Middleborough  Section,  December  15,  1938,  revised 
February  21,  1939,”  consisting  of  2  sheets  and  drawn  by  Samuel  H. 
Corse,  Civil  Engineer,  said  strip  of  land  extending  the  entire  length 
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of  said  right  of  way.  Said  plan  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town 
Clerk.  And  for  this  purpose,  including  the  payment  of  land  damages, 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Sixty  Thousand  ($60,000.00) 
Dollars  by  transfer  from  the  operating  cash  account  of  the 
Municipal  Gas  and  Electric  Department.  Result  of  a  counted  vote 
was  Yes  285  —  No  8  thus  receiving  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Finance  Committee  recommends  favorable  action. 

ARTICLE  10:  A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  that  the  Town 
vote  to  amend  its  Zoning  By-Laws  by  adding  the  following 
described  area,  now  situated  in  the  General  Use  District,  to  the 
Residence  A  District,  and  by  amending  or  revising  the  zoning  map 
in  order  to  designate  said  area  thereon  as  being  in  Residential  A 
District;  and  to  amend  Section  III  B  by  adding,  after  the  words 
“May  29,  1958”  a  comma  and  the  words  “and  as  amended 
thereafter.”  Said  area  is  described  as  follows:  Southerly  by  Route 
44;  Easterly  by  Everett  Street;  Northerly  by  Plymouth  Street  and 
Westerly  by  a  line  parallel  with  and  500  feet  Westerly  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  or  Penn  Central  railroad  tracks,  said  area  being 
designated  on  a  plan  or  sketch  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk  was  lost 
by  a  counted  vote  of  Yes  121  —  No  187  thus  not  receiving  a  two-thirds 
vote. 

ARTICLE  11:  On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was  voted 
that  this  Article  be  tabled. 

ARTICLE  12:  Voted  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Laws  by 
establishing  a  new  zoning  district,  to  be  known  as  Residence  R 
(Rural),  which  designation  shall  be  added  to  Section  III  A,  and 
which  district  shall  be  designated  on  the  official  zoning  map  on  file 
with  the  Town  Clerk,  which  district  shall  be  bounded  and  described 
as  follows  and  is  shown  on  a  plan  or  sketch  now  on  file  with  the  Town 
Clerk:

An  area  bounded  as  follows: 

Starting  at  the  point  where  the  railroad  crosses  the  Rochester-

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thence  easterly  along  that  line  to  an  imaginary  line  running 
parallel  to  and  400’  from  Miller  Street  on  the  south  side; 

thence  easterly  along  that  line  to  an  imaginary  line  running 
parallel  to  and  400’  from  Highland  Street  on  the  south  side;

Starting  on  the  Middleborough  town  line  at  the  junction  of  the 
Carver  and  Wareham  town  lines; 

thence  southerly  and  westerly  along  the  Wareham  and 
Rochester  town  line  to  Route  25; 

thence  northwesterly  along  Route  25  to  an  imaginary  line 
running  parallel  to  and  1000’  from  Wareham  Street  (Route  28)  on  the 
north  east  side; 

thence  northwesterly  along  that  line  to  an  imaginary  line 
running  parallel  to  and  400’  from  Rocky  Gutter  Street  on  the  south 
side;

3.  No  dwelling,  building,  or  structure  having  a  permitted  use  in 
this  District  except  open  entrance  platforms  and  steps  shall 
herafter  be  erected,  placed  or  converted  on  any  lot  closer  to  any 
street  line  than  fifty  feet. 

4.  No  dwelling,  building  or  accessory  structure  having  a  per¬ 
mitted  use  in  this  district  shall  hereafter  be  erected,  placed,  or 
converted,  on  any  lot  closer  to  side  lot  lines  and  rear  lot  lines  than 
ten  feet.

following: 
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On  any  lot  having  an  area  of  less  than  forty  thousand  square  feet 
and  a  street  frontage  of  less  than  one  hundred  fifty  feet.  Result  of  a 
counted  vote  was  Yes  242  —  No  8  thus  receiving  a  two-thirds  vote.

WARRANT  FOR  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 

Plymouth,  S.S. 

To  Robert  W.  Whitaker  or  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of 
Middleborough: 

Greetings: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  you  are 
hereby  required  to  notify  and  warn  all  the  inhabitants  of  said  town 
qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Middleborough  High 
School,  Wayne  M.  Caron  Auditorium  on  Monday,  November  26, 1973 
at  7: 30  P.M.  to  act  on  the  following  articles. 

ARTICLE  1:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  8D,  as  amended, 
which  provides  for  the  establishment  of  an  historical  commission 
for  the  purpose  of  the  preservation,  promotion  and  development  of 
the  historical  assets  of  cities  and  towns,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  2:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  an 
historical  commission  to  be  known  as  the  Town  of  Middleborough 
Historical  Commission,  to  be  established  pursuant  to  General  Laws, 
Chapter  40,  Section  8D,  as  amended,  said  Commission  to  consist  of 
six  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Town  Manager  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  initial  terms  of  the  six 
members  shall  be  one  year  for  two  members,  two  years  for  two 
members  and  three  years  for  two  members  so  that  the  terms  of  one 
third  of  the  members  shall  expire  each  year.  Successive  ap¬ 
pointments  after  the  original  appointments  expire  shall  be  for  three 
years,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  by  transfer 
from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  for  said  Committee’s  use,  or 
act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  3 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  911  of  the  Acts  of  1971  for  the  purpose  of  the 
celebration  in  the  year  1975  or  1976  of  the  200th  Anniversary  of  the 
American  Revolution,  and  to  further  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  appoint  or  reappoint  members  of  an  American 
Revolution  Celebration  Commission  consisting  of  nine  persons,  said 
commission  to  be  authorized  to  develop  and  execute  plans  for  the 
celebration  of  the  200th  Anniversary  of  the  American  Revolution, 
said  plans  and  the  execution  thereof  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen;  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
apply  for  and  receive  on  behalf  of  the  Town  sums  of  money  for  the 
above  purpose  which  are  or  may  be  available  from  governmental  or 
private  sources,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  file  a  Bill  in  the  Legislature,  on  behalf  of  the  Town, 
said  bill  to  authorize  the  direct  payment  of  clothing  allowances  to 
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uniformed  Police  Officers  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  Police 
Department,  the  bill  to  be  in  such  form  as  the  Selectmen  shall 
determine  and  as  the  same  may  be  amended,  or  act  anything 
thereon. 

ARTICLE  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the 
provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  6B,  as  amended, 
which  section  provides  for  appropriations  for  the  purchase  of 
uniforms  for  uniformed  members  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Depart¬ 
ments  and  appropriations  for  payments  to  non-uniformed  Police 
Officers  for  clothing  allowances,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
by-law : 

1.  Any  person  excavating  land  or  any  person  in  charge  of  such 
excavation  and  any  owner  of  land  which  has  been  excavated,  shall 
erect  barriers  or  take  other  suitable  measures  within  two  days  after 
such  person  has  been  notified  in  writing  by  the  Selectmen,  or  the 
Building  Inspector,  that  such  excavation  constitutes  a  hazard  to 
public  safety. 

2.  Whoever  violates  this  by-law  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
more  than  Two  Hundred  ($200.00)  Dollars  per  day  for  every  day 
such  person  is  in  violation  of  such  notice  commencing  with  the 
fourth  day  thereof. 

3.  This  by-law  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  General 
Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  21  (19),  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  7 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
by-law: 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  consume  alcoholic 
beverages  on  public  highways  including  within  vehicles  thereon  or 
in  any  other  public  place  not  duly  licensed  for  consumption  of 
alcoholic  beverages  on  the  premises. 

2.  The  term  “public  place”  as  used  herein  shall  be  construed  to 
include  any  way  or  any  place  to  which  the  public  has  a  right  of  ac¬ 
cess,  or  any  place  to  which  members  of  the  public  have  access  as 
invitees  or  licensees,  except  as  provided  herein. 

3.  Whoever  violates  this  by-law  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
more  than  Fifty  ($50.00)  Dollars  for  each  violation. 

ARTICLE  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
by-law: 

1.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  control  of  all  Town 
buildings,  premises  appurtenant  thereto  and  all  Town  land  except 
Town  buildings,  appurtenant  premises  thereto  and  Town  land  which 
are  under  the  control  of  another  Town  board  or  other  Town  officer 
or  officers  pursuant  to  a  specific  provision  of  law.  The  control  of 
such  property  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  defined  to  extend 
to  the  regulation  of,  without  limitation,  access  to  such  property 
including  limitation  or  prohibition  of  access,  the  manner  or  mode  of

use  of  such  property  and  the  hours  of  use  of  such  property. 

2.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  authority  to  adopt 
regulations  in  connection  with  the  property  which  they  control. 

3.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  prior  to 
the  adoption  of  any  regulation  authorized  by  Paragraph  2  of  this  by¬ 
law.  Notice  of  a  public  hearing  shall  be  given  by  publication  in  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  Town,  such  publication  to  be 
at  least  seven  days  prior  to  the  hearing.  Such  notice  shall  contain 
the  text  of  the  proposed  regulation  together  with  a  statement  of  the 
property  directly  affected  by  the  regulation. 

4.  A  copy  of  any  regulation  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
pursuant  to  this  by-law  shall  be  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  within 
seven  days  of  its  adoption. 

5.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  post  or  cause  to  be  posted  a 
notice  or  notices  of  the  adoption  of  a  regulation  together  with  a  copy 
of  the  regulation  in,  on  or  about  any  property  directly  affected  by 
the  regulation  within  seven  days  of  the  adoption. 

6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  wilfully  tear  down, 
remove,  alter,  damage  or  deface  any  notice  or  regulation  adopted 
and  posted  pursuant  to  this  by-law. 

7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  wilfully  remain  in,  on  or 
about  any  Town  building,  premises  appurtenant  thereto  or  Town 
land  in  violation  of  any  regulation  adopted  and  posted  in  accordance 
with  this  by-law  after  receiving  notice  from  a  Town  police  officer  to 
leave  any  such  property. 

8.  Whoever  violates  this  by-law  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
more  than  Fifty  ($50.00)  Dollars  for  each  violation. 

9.  The  provisions  of  this  by-law  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its 
provisions  shall  be  held  to  be  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  illegal  by 
a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Assessors  to 
enter  into  a  contract,  as  provided  under  Section  4  of  Chapter  40  of 
the  General  Laws,  for  an  expert  appraisal  of  taxable  real  estate, 
and  for  such  purposes  to  appropriate  from  available  funds  in  the 
treasury,  or  revenue  sharing  monies,  or  raise  and  appropriate  in  the 
1974  tax  levy  an  amount  to  meet  the  1974  installment  on  such  con¬ 
tract,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  a  sum 
of  money,  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the 
preparation  of  an  “Open  Space  and  Outdoor  Recreation  Plan,”  and 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  Regional 
Field  Service  Project  of  Harvard  University  for  the  preparation  of 
such  plan;  said  sum  to  be  raised  from  Revenue  Sharing  funds 
received  by  the  Town  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  State  and 
Local  Government  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  or  act  anything  thereon. 
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ARTICLE  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  the  sewer 
line  from  Spring  Street  easterly  on  Nemasket  Street  for  a  distance 
of  approximately  350  feet  more  or  less;  and  for  this  purpose  to 
appropriate  a  sum  of  money  by  taxation,  transfer  from  available 
funds  in  the  treasury  or  from  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  received  by 
the  Town  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Assistance  Act  of  1972  or  otherwise,  and  to  provide  for  the 
assessment  of  betterments,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

(By  Petition) 

ARTICLE  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  acquire  by  gift,  purchase  or  eminent  domain  the  fee 
in  a  certain  parcel  of  land  and  all  rights  and  easements  therein 
located  on  East  Main  Street  and  shown  on  a  plan  of  land  entitled 
“Plan  of  Property  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  in  Middleborough, 
Massachusetts”  dated  April  11,  1973,  drawn  by  Paul  D.  Connolly. 
Said  plan  is  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town  Clerk.  Said  land  consists 
of  31  acres  more  or  less,  and  is  owned  by  Clyde  Stevens  et  ux.  The 
acquisition  of  said  land  is  for  municipal  purposes,  to  wit,  for  the 
development  and  maintenance  of  a  well  site  for  the  municipal  water 
supply. 

And  for  this  purpose,  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  and  to  raise 
the  same  by  a  transfer  from  available  funds,  borrowing,  or  from 
Revenue  Sharing  Funds  received  by  the  Town  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Government  Assistance  Act  of 
1972,  or  a  combination  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  above  methods,  or 
otherwise,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sum  of  money  from  Revenue  Sharing  funds  received  by 
the  Town  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  the  purpose  of  installing  proper 
drainage  and  road  construction  on  Elm,  Bourne  and  South  Main 
Streets,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sum  of  money  from  Revenue  Sharing  funds  received  by 
the  Town  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  the  purpose  of  installing  an  addition 
to  the  sprinkler  system  in  the  Town  Hall,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sum  of  money  from  Revenue  Sharing  funds  received  by 
the  Town  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  and 
erecting  school  crossing  protective  signs  and  lights;  and  to 
authorize  the  Town  to  accept  any  funds  from  the  State  Government 
in  connection  therewith;  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer  the  sum  of 
Eight  Hundred  ($800.00)  Dollars  from  available  funds  in  the 
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treasury  to  the  Planning  Board  Clerk’s  Salary  Account,  or  act 
anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ratify  and  confirm 
the  acquisition  by  the  Town,  by  gift  or  purchase,  of  the  fee  in 
certain  parcels  of  land  and  easements,  in,  over,  under  and  through 
certain  parcels  of  land,  all  of  such  parcels  of  land  being  shown  on  a 
plan  entitled  “Town  of  Middleborough  Gas  and  Electric  Depart¬ 
ment  —  Right  of  Way  for  East  Bridgewater  —  Wareham  Street 
Station  Electric  Transmission  Lines’’  dated  June  10,  1968  consisting 
of  five  sheets.  Said  plan  was  drawn  by  Walter  E.  Rowley  and 
Associates  and  is  recorded  in  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of 
Deeds. 

Said  parcels  of  land  and  easements  in  parcels  of  land  were 
acquired  for  municipal  purposes,  to  wit,  for  the  extension  and  ex¬ 
pansion  of  the  electrical  transmission  facilities  of  the  Municipal  Gas 
and  Electric  Department  prior  to  the  vote  taken  pursuant  to  Article 
12  of  the  Warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  October  2,  1972 ;  or 
act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap¬ 
propriate  a  sum  of  money  from  Revenue  Sharing  funds  received  by 
the  Town  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  truck 
suitable  for  use  by  the  Park  Department  of  the  Town  of  Mid¬ 
dleborough,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  19:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  acquire  by  purchase  on  behalf  of  the  Town  the  fee  in 
a  certain  parcel  of  land  and  all  rights  therein  together  with  the 
buildings  thereon  presently  owned  by  the  Swedish  Baptist  Con¬ 
ference  of  New  England  and  situated  on  Purchase  Street  adjacent  to 
Tispaquin  Pond,  said  land  being  shown  on  Land  Court  Plan  19262A 
which  is  filed  with  Certificate  of  Title  Number  29075  in  the  Land 
Registry  District  for  Plymouth  County.  Said  land  to  be  acquired 
includes  all  of  Lots  1,  3  and  4  as  shown  on  said  plan.  Excepting  Lot  2 
as  shown  on  said  plan,  and  also  excepting  any  conveyance  of  record 
conveying  any  portion  of  said  Lots  1,  3  or  4  and  also  excepting 
contiguous  portions  of  Lots  1  and  3  in  the  southwesterly  corner  of  the 
property  to  be  acquired  by  the  Town  that  abut  Tispaquin  Pond  and 
land  now  or  formerly  of  Harry  Aranson,  land  now  or  formerly  of 
Herbert  L.  Wilber  et  ux  and  land  now  or  formerly  of  Eldon  W. 
Carver.  Said  contiguous  portions  are  presently  the  subject  of  a 
purchase  and  sale  agreement  and  together  comprise  an  L-shaped 
parcel  of  land  consisting  of  0.5  acres,  more  or  less,  subject  to  and 
with  the  benefits  of  rights  and  easements  of  record. 

Said  land  and  buildings  are  to  be  used  for  municipal  purposes, 
to  wit,  public  recreation. 

And  for  this  purpose,  to  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  and  raise 
the  same  by  a  transfer  from  available  funds,  borrowing,  or  from 
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Revenue  Sharing  funds  received  by  the  Town  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Government  Assistance  Act  of 
1972,  or  a  combination  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  above  methods,  or 
otherwise,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  20:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  ratify  and  confirm 
the  acquisition  of  land  hereinafter  described  and  the  expenditure  of 
a  sum  of  money  therefor  from  the  Conservation  Fund  by  the  Con¬ 
servation  Commission,  said  land  being  described  in  a  deed  of  Anna 
H.  Ferraguto  et  al,  to  the  Town  dated  August  9,  1973,  said  deed  being 
recorded  at  the  Plymouth  County  Land  Registry  District.  Said  land 
is  located  on  Plymouth  Street  and  abuts  the  Nemasket  River  and  is 
shown  as  Lot  16  on  plan  15663D  filed  with  Certificate  of  Title  Number 
36288  and  Lot  10  shown  on  plan  15663A  filed  with  Certificate  of  Title 
Number  51721.  Said  land  was  acquired  and  is  managed  and  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  Conservation  Commission  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  8C,  as  amended;  and  to 
authorize  the  Conservation  Commission  to  do  all  things  necessary 
and  proper  to  apply  for  and  receive  on  behalf  of  the  Town  reim¬ 
bursement  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  of  any  sums 
that  may  be  available  for  this  purpose  pursuant  to  General  Laws, 
Chapter  132A,  Section  11,  as  amended,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  21 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  enact  the  following 
By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough: 

Sewage  Moratorium:  No  connection  to  the  public  sewage 
system  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  shall  be  permitted  until  such 
time  as  the  improvements  to  the  sewage  treatment  plant  and 
sewage  system  voted  by  the  Town  of  Middleborough  in  Article  8  at 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  12,  1973  shall  have  been 
completed.  The  Board  of  Health  may  grant  exceptions  to  this  by-law 
but  only  upon  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

1.  The  applicant  shall  submit  an  application  in  writing  to  the 
Board  of  Health  setting  forth  detailed  plans  of  the  existing  or 
proposed  structure  which  is  to  be  connected  to  the  public  sewage 
system  and  estimates  of  the  sewage  flow  from  the  anticipated 
connection  of  said  structure  with  supporting  data.  The  Board  may 
require  such  additional  information  to  be  submitted  with  each 
application  as  it  may  in  its  discretion  feel  to  be  necessary  in  order 
for  it  to  make  an  informed  decision  on  the  application. 

2.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  on  said  ap¬ 
plication  and  shall  provide  notice  at  least  14  days  in  advance  of  said 
hearing  to  all  boards  and  departments  of  the  Town  of  Mid¬ 
dleborough  and  shall  publish  such  notices  of  said  hearing  in  a  paper 
of  general  circulation  in  the  Town  of  Middleborough  on  one  occasion 
which  shall  be  at  least  seven  days  prior  to  the  scheduled  hearing. 

3.  After  such  hearing,  the  Board  may  grant  an  exception  and 
permit  a  connection  to  the  public  sewage  system  if,  and  only  if,  it 
shall  affirmatively  find: 
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a.  That  said  connection  will  not  jeopardize  the  proper  operation 
of  the  existing  sewage  system  nor  will  it  in  any  way  be  harmful  to 
the  public  health  and  safety  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Mid- 
dleborough. 

b.  There  is  no  feasible  alternative  available  to  the  applicant 
other  than  to  connect  applicant’s  facility  to  the  sewage  system  of  the 
Town  of  Middleborough. 

c.  The  applicant  will  suffer  substantial  hardship,  financial  or 
otherwise,  if  the  applicant  is  not  permitted  to  connect  to  the  public 
sewage  system. 

(By  Petition) 

ARTICLE  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  by  adding  the  following 
section  as  Section  VII  C  7: 

7.  The  following  procedure  shall  be  followed  in  connection  with 
all  applications  for  variances  and  special  permits  under  this  by-law. 

a.  The  applicant  shall  submit  an  application  in  writing  to  the 
Board  of  Appeals  which  application  shall  include  six  (6)  copies  of  a 
site  plan  of  the  lot  showing  all  existing  and  proposed  structures  and 
in  the  event  that  construction  is  to  be  made  upon  said  lot  six  (6) 
copies  of  plans  in  sufficient  detail  to  enable  the  Board  to  determine 
the  nature  and  extent  of  the  proposed  construction. 

b.  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  on  each  such 
application. 

c.  Notice  of  the  hearing  shall  be  given  to  those  parties  and  in 
such  manner  as  set  forth  in  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter 
40A,  Section  17  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time. 
Such  notice  shall  be  at  the  expense  of  the  applicant.  The  Board  shall 
also  give  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board  and  the 
Conservation  Commission  at  least  fourteen  (14)  days’  notice  of  said 
hearing  and  shall  provide  each  such  Board  with  a  copy  of  the  ap¬ 
plication  and  such  plans  and  other  documentation  as  shall  have 
been  submitted  to  it  pursuant  to  this  by-law. 

d.  The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  require  such  additional  in¬ 
formation  to  be  submitted  with  each  application  as  may  be  required 
by  any  specific  section  of  this  by-law,  such  as  for  example  Section 
VIII,  D,  and  may  require  the  submission  of  such  additional 
materials  as  it,  in  its  discretion,  may  feel  to  be  necessary  or 
desirable  in  order  for  it  to  make  a  proper  decision  on  the  ap¬ 
plication,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  23:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  by  striking  therefrom  the 
existing  Section  VII  C  2  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

SPECIAL  PERMITS  — To  grant  a  special  permit  as  provided 
by  Sections  IV  A  2.,  IV  C  2.  and  Section  VIII  of  this  by-law  providing 
that  the  Board  shall  find  affirmatively  the  following: 
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1.  The  proposed  site  is  appropriate  for  the  use  or  structure. 

2.  Public  water  and  sewerage  facilities  are  available  which  will 
adequately  service  the  site  or  in  the  alternative  the  soils  in  the  area 
are  suitable  for  on  lot  sewerage  and  water  systems. 

3.  The  use  involved  will  not  be  detrimental  to  the  established  or 
future  character  of  the  neighborhood  and  Town  and  subject  to  ap¬ 
propriate  conditions  or  safeguards  if  deemed  necessary. 

4.  There  will  be  no  nuisance  or  serious  hazard  to  vehicles  or 
pedestrians. 

5.  Adequate  and  appropriate  facilities  will  be  provided  to  insure 
the  proper  operation  of  the  use,  structure  or  condition. 

The  Board  shall  grant  a  special  permit  if,  and  only  if,  it  finds 
affirmatively  that  the  foregoing  conditions  exist  and  said  grant  of  a 
special  permit  may  be  subject  to  such  conditions  or  safeguards  as 
the  Board  may  see  fit  to  impose. 

ARTICLE  24:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  by  striking  therefrom  the 
existing  Section  IV  C  1.  and  Section  IV  C  2.  and  substituting  therefor 
the  following: 

C.  General  Use  District 

1.  No  restriction  or  regulation  is  imposed  by  this  by-law  on  the 
use  made  of  buildings,  structures  or  premises  in  this  district  except 
as  provided  in  Section  IV  C  2. 

2.  No  house  trailer,  mobile  home  or  multiple  dwelling  is  to  be 
erected,  placed  or  converted  on  any  lot  in  this  district  unless  such 
use  is  permitted  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations  appearing  in  Section  VII  C  of  this  By-Law,  and  further 
providing  that  any  such  use  complies  with  the  provisions  of  Section 
V  A  and  V  G  of  this  By-Law. 

ARTICLE  25:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  by  striking  therefrom  the 
existing  Section  V  G  1.  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

1.  Notwithstanding  the  above  Sections  A,  B,  C,  D,  E  and  F,  no 
multiple  dwelling  shall  hereafter  be  erected,  placed  or  converted  on 
any  lot  having  an  area  of  less  than  20,000  square  feet  per  dwelling 
unit  and  a  street  frontage  of  less  than  200  feet,  nor  shall  any  multiple 
dwelling  be  erected,  placed  or  converted  which  has  a  maxi¬ 
mum  height  in  excess  of  30  feet.  Further,  no  multiple  dwelling 
shall  hereafter  be  erected,  placed  or  converted  which  exceeds  two 
(2)  stories  in  height  nor  shall  a  multiple  dwelling  be  hereafter 
erected,  placed  or  converted  unless  public  sewerage  and  water 
systems  are  available  to  it,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  26  :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  by  striking  therefrom 
Section  IV  A  1,  k.  (4)  and  (5)  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 
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(4)  Use  of  an  accessory  structure  such  as  a  private  garage, 
greenhouse,  swimming  pool,  tool  shed,  playhouse,  tennis  court  or 
other  similar  building  or  structure  as  long  as  such  accessory 
structure  is  utilized  for  non-commercial  purposes  in  conjunction 
with  the  use  or  occupation  of  a  residence  permitted  in  the  district. 

(5)  Use  of  signs  —  No  sign  shall  be  permitted  in  the  residence 
district  except  as  follows: 

a.  For  advertising  the  sale  or  rental  of  the  property  on  which  it 
is  located.  Each  such  sign  shall  not  exceed  six  square  feet  in  area. 

b.  For  advertising  activities  which  are  permitted  by  Section  IV 
A  1.  of  this  Zoning  By-Law,  providing  that  there  shall  be  only  one 
sign  permitted  and  it  shall  not  exceed  six  square  feet  in  area.  Said 
sign  shall  be  located  on  the  premises  wherein  such  activities  are 
carried  on. 

c.  Regulatory  signs  such  as  signs  required  to  be  posted  by  a 
public  authority  or  which  prohibit  trespassing  or  specific  activities 
upon  property  providing  that  any  such  sign  shall  not  exceed  two  feet 
in  area,  or  act  anything  thereon. 

ARTICLE  27:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
By-Law  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  by  deleting  the  area  bounded 
and  described  as  follows: 

Starting  at  a  point  150  feet  east  of  South  Main  Street  and  150  feet 
south  of  Prospect  Street; 

Thence  southerly  along  an  imaginary  line  parallel  to  and  150 
feet  from  South  Main  Street  along  the  east  side  to  the  northerly  edge 
of  Route  25; 

Thence  southerly  along  the  northerly  side  of  Route  25  to  the 
Nemasket  River; 

Thence  northerly  by  the  Nemasket  River  to  East  Grove  Street; 

Thence  westerly  along  East  Grove  Street  890  feet; 

Thence  perpendicular  to  an  imaginary  line  running  parallel  to 
and  300  feet  from  East  Grove  Street  on  the  north  side ; 

Thence  westerly  along  that  line  to  Williams  Place; 

Thence  southerly  by  Williams  Place  to  East  Grove  Street ; 

Thence  easterly  along  East  Grove  Street  to  an  imaginary  line 
running  parallel  to  and  150  feet  from  Cliff  Street  on  the  east  side  ; 

Thence  southerly  along  that  line  to  an  imaginary  line  running 
parallel  to  and  150  feet  from  Prospect  Street  on  the  south  side  ; 

Thence  along  that  line  to  the  point  of  beginning ; 

and  shown  on  a  plan  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  from  the 
General  Use  District  and  adding  same  to  the  Residence  B  District 
and  by  designating  said  change  on  the  Official  Zoning  Map  of  the 
Town  of  Middleborough  which  is  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  or  act 
anything  thereon. 

(By  Petition) 
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ARTICLE  28:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its  zoning 
by-laws  by  changing  a  portion  of  General  Use  District,  shown  on  the 
Town  zoning  map  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  to  residence  B 
district,  which  portion  is  described  as  follows: 

NORTHERLY  by  North  Street; 

EASTERLY  by  Pearl  Street; 

SOUTHERLY  by  Sproat  Street;  and 

WESTERLY  by  Rice  Street. 

Or  act  anything  thereon  or  thereon  to. 

ARTICLE  29:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its  zoning 
by-laws  by  changing  a  portion  of  General  Use  District,  shown  on  the 
Town  zoning  map  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  to  residence  B 
district,  which  portion  is  described  as  follows: 

NORTHERLY  by  Sproat  Street; 

EASTERLY  by  Rice  Street; 

SOUTHERLY  by  Peirce  Street;  and 

WESTERLY  by  Oak  Street. 

Or  act  anything  thereon  or  thereon  to. 

ARTICLE  30:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  its  Zoning 
By-Laws  by  adding  the  following  described  area,  now  situated  in  the 
General  Use  District,  to  the  Residence  A  District,  and  by  amending 
or  revising  the  zoning  map  in  order  to  designate  said  area  thereon 
as  being  in  Residential  A  district;  and  to  amend  Section  III  B  by 
adding,  after  the  words  “June  12,  1973“  a  comma  and  the  words 
“and  as  amended  thereafter.”  Said  area  is  described  as  follows: 
Southerly  by  Route  44,  Easterly  by  a  line  parallel  with  and  500  feet 
Easterly  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  or  Penn  Central  railroad 
tracks;  Northerly  by  the  Taunton  River;  and  Westerly  by  a  line 
parallel  with  and  500  feet  Westerly  of  the  New  York,  New  Haven  or 
Penn  Central  railroad  tracks,  said  area  being  designated  on  a  plan 
or  sketch  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk,  or  act  anything  thereon  or 
thereunto.

Middleborough  High  School,  Wayne  M.  Caron  Auditorium, 
November  26,  1973. 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Clark  at  7:45  p.m. 

A  quorum  was  declared  present. 

ARTICLE  1 :  Voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  General  Laws, 
Chapter  40,  Section  8D,  as  amended,  which  provides  for  the 
establishment  of  an  historical  commission  for  the  purpose  of  the 
preservation,  promotion  and  development  of  the  historical  assets  of 
cities  and  towns. 

On  motion:  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was  voted  to  amend  this 
article  by  having  the  Commissioners  elected  by  vote  of  the  Town’s 
people  rather  than  by  appointment  by  the  Town  Manager  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  This  amendment  was  later  withdrawn. 

On  motion  made  and  duly  seconded  it  was  voted  to  reconsider 
Article  2. 

ARTICLE  2:  Voted  to  establish  an  historical  commission  to  be 
known  as  the  Town  of  Middleborough  Historical  Commission,  to  be 
established  pursuant  to  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  8D,  as 
amended,  said  Commission  to  consist  of  six  members  to  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Town  Manager  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  The  initial  terms  of  the  six  members  shall  be  one  year 
for  two  members,  two  years  for  two  members  and  three  years  for 
two  members  so  that  the  terms  of  one  third  of  the  members  shall 
expire  each  year.  Successive  appointments  after  the  original  ap¬ 
pointments  expire  shall  be  for  three  years,  and  for  this  purpose  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Fifty  ($250.00) 
Dollars  by  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury,  for  said 
Committee’s  use. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropriation  of 
$250.00. 

ARTICLE  3:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two 
Hundred  Fifty  ($250.00)  Dollars  by  transfer  from  available  funds  in 
the  treasury,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Chapter  911  of  the  Acts  of 
1971  for  the  purpose  of  the  celebration  in  the  year  1975  or  1976  of  the 
200th  Anniversary  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  to  further 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  appoint  or  reappoint  members 
of  an  American  Revolution  Celebration  Commission  consisting  of 
nine  persons,  said  commission  to  be  authorized  to  develop  and 
execute  plans  for  the  celebration  of  the  200th  Anniversary  of  the 
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American  Revolution,  said  plans  and  the  execution  thereof  to  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  and  to  authorize 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for  and  receive  on  behalf  of  the 
Town  sums  of  money  for  the  above  purpose  which  are  or  may  be 
available  from  governmental  or  private  sources. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropriation  of 
$250.00. 

ARTICLE  4:  Voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  file  a 
Bill  in  the  Legislature,  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  said  bill  to  authorize 
the  direct  payment  of  clothing  allowances  to  uniformed  Police 
Officers  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  Police  Department,  the  bill 
to  be  in  such  form  as  the  Selectmen  shall  determine  and  as  the  same 
may  be  amended. 

ARTICLE  5:  Voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  General  Laws, 
Chapter  40,  Section  6B,  as  amended,  which  section  provides  for 
appropriations  for  the  purchase  of  uniforms  for  uniformed  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Departments  and  appropriations  for 
payments  to  non-uniformed  Police  Officers  for  clothing  allowances. 

ARTICLE  6:  Voted  to  adopt  the  following  by-law: 

1.  Any  person  excavating  land  or  any  person  in  charge  of  such 
excavation  and  any  owner  of  land  which  has  been  excavated,  shall 
erect  barriers  or  take  other  suitable  measures  within  two  days  after 
such  person  has  been  notified  in  writing  by  the  Selectmen,  or  the 
Building  Inspector,  that  such  excavation  constitutes  a  hazard  to 
public  safety. 

2.  Whoever  violates  this  by-law  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
more  than  Two  Hundred  ($200.00)  Dollars  per  day  for  every  day 
such  person  is  in  violation  of  such  notice  commencing  with  the 
fourth  day  thereof. 

3.  This  by-law  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  General 
Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  21  (19),  as  amended. 

A  motion  made  and  duly  seconded  that  this  article  be  laid  on  the 
table  was  lost. 

ARTICLE  7:  Voted  to  adopt  the  following  by-law: 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  a  person  to  consume  alcoholic 
beverages  on  public  highways  including  within  vehicles  thereon  or 
in  any  other  public  place  not  duly  licensed  for  consumption  of 
alcoholic  beverages  on  the  premises. 

2.  The  term  “public  place”  as  used  herein  shall  be  construed  to 
include  any  way  or  any  place  to  which  the  public  has  a  right  of  ac¬ 
cess,  or  any  place  to  which  members  of  the  public  have  access  as 
invitees  or  licensees,  except  as  provided  herein. 

3.  Whoever  violates  this  by-law  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
more  than  Fifty  ($50.00)  Dollars  for  each  violation. 

Result  of  a  counted  vote  was  Yes  —  208.  No  — 197. 
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ARTICLE  8:  Voted  to  adopt  the  following  by-law: 

1.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  control  of  all  Town 
buildings,  premises  appurtenant  thereto  and  all  Town  land  except 
Town  buildings,  appurtenant  premises  thereto  and  Town  land  which 
are  under  the  control  of  another  Town  board  or  other  Town  officer 
or  officers  pursuant  to  a  specific  provision  of  law.  The  control  of 
such  property  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  defined  to  extend 
to  the  regulation  of,  without  limitation,  access  to  such  property 
including  limitation  or  prohibition  of  access,  the  manner  or  mode  of 
use  of  such  property  and  the  hours  of  use  of  such  property. 

2.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  authority  to  adopt 
regulations  in  connection  with  the  property  which  they  control. 

3.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  prior  to 
the  adoption  of  any  regulation  authorized  by  Paragraph  2  of  this  by¬ 
law.  Notice  of  a  public  hearing  shall  be  given  by  publication  in  a 
newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  Town,  such  publication  to  be 
at  least  seven  days  prior  to  the  hearing.  Such  notice  shall  contain 
the  text  of  the  proposed  regulation  together  with  a  statement  of  the 
property  directly  affected  by  the  regulation. 

4.  A  copy  of  any  regulation  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
pursuant  to  this  by-law  shall  be  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  within 
seven  days  of  its  adoption. 

5.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  post  or  cause  to  be  posted  a 
notice  or  notices  of  the  adoption  of  a  regulation  together  with  a  copy 
of  the  regulation  in,  on  or  about  any  property  directly  affected 
by  the  regulation  within  seven  days  of  the  adoption. 

6.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  wilfully  to  tear  down 
remove,  alter,  damage  or  deface  any  notice  or  regulation  adopted 
and  posted  pursuant  to  this  by-law. 

7.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  wilfully  to  remain  in,  on  or 
about  any  Town  building,  premises  appurtenant  thereto  or  Town 
land  in  violation  of  any  regulation  adopted  and  posted  in  accordance 
with  this  by-law  after  receiving  notice  from  a  Town  police  officer  to 
leave  any  such  property. 

8.  Whoever  violates  this  by-law  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not 
more  than  Fifty  ($50.00)  Dollars  for  each  violation. 

9.  The  provisions  of  this  by-law  are  severable,  and  if  any  of  its 
provisions  shall  be  held  to  be  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  illegal  by 
a  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  that  this  article  be  laid  on  the 
table  was  lost. 

ARTICLE  9:  A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Assessors  to  enter  into  a  contract  for  an  expert  appraisal  of 
taxable  real  estate  in  the  Town  pursuant  to  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  4,  and  for  this  purpose  to  raise  and  ap- 
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propriate  by  taxation  in  the  1974-1975  fiscal  year  the  sum  of  Seventy 
Thousand  ($70,000.00)  Dollars  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of 
Assessors  for  said  purpose,  was  lost  by  a  counted  vote  of  Yes  —  156, 
No  —  203. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropriation  of 
$70,000.00. 

ARTICLE  10:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two 
Thousand  Two  Hundred  and  Ten  ($2,210.00)  Dollars,  said  sum  to  be 
raised  from  Revenue  Sharing  funds  received  by  the  Town  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Government  Assistance  Act 
of  1972,  said  sum  to  be  expended  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the 
preparation  of  an  “Open  Space  and  Outdoor  Recreation  Plan,”  and 
to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  an  agreement  with  Regional 
Field  Service  Project  of  Harvard  University  for  the  preparation  of 
such  plan.

Thousand  ($20,000.00)  Dollars  from  Revenue  Sharing  funds 
received  by  the  Town  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  State  and 
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Local  Government  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  the  purpose  of  in¬ 
stalling  proper  drainage  and  road  construction  on  Elm,  Bourne  and 
South  Main  Streets. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropriation  of 

$20,000.00. 

ARTICLE  14:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Six 
Thousand  Five  Hundred  ($6,500.00)  Dollars  from  Revenue  Sharing 
funds  received  by  the  Town  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  State 
and  Local  Government  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  the  purpose  of 
installing  an  addition  to  the  sprinkler  system  in  the  Town  Hall. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropriation  of 
$6,500.00. 

ARTICLE  15:  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Three 
Thousand  Seven  Hundred  Fifty  Two  ($3,752.00)  Dollars  from 
Revenue  Sharing  funds  received  by  the  Town  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Government  Assistance  Act  of  1972 
for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  and  erecting  school  crossing 
protective  signs  and  lights;  and  to  authorize  the  Town  to  accept  any 
funds  from  the  State  Government  in  connection  therewith. 


The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropriation  of

The  Town  Meeting  reconvened  at  7:55  p.m. 

The  Moderator  declared  a  quorum  was  present. 

The  Moderator  addressed  the  Assembly  and  requested  that  all 
unregistered  voters  come  forward  and  seat  themselves  in  the  front 
rows. 

A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  reconsider  Article  9  was 
lost  by  a  counted  vote  of  Yes  — 103,  No  — 160. 

ARTICLE  16:  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  Eight  Hundred 
($800.00)  Dollars  from  available  funds  in  the  treasury  to  the 
Planning  Board  Clerk’s  Salary  Account. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropriation  of 
$800.00. 

A  minority  report  was  submitted  verbally,  against  this  ap¬ 
propriation,  by  Mr.  Gary  Jones,  Member  of  the  Finance  Committee. 
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ARTICLE  17:  Voted  unanimously  to  ratify  and  confirm  the 
acquisition  by  the  Town,  by  gift  or  purchase,  of  the  fee  in  certain 
parcels  of  land  and  easements,  in,  over,  under  and  through  certain 
parcels  of  land,  all  of  such  parcels  of  land  being  shown  on  a  plan 
entitled  “Town  of  Middleborough  Gas  and  Electric  Department  — 
Right  of  Way  for  East  Bridgewater  —  Wareham  Street  Station 
Electric  Transmission  Lines”  dated  June  10,  1968  consisting  of  five 
sheets.  Said  plan  was  drawn  by  Walter  E.  Rowley  and  Associates 
and  is  recorded  in  the  Plymouth  County  Registry  of  Deeds,  Plan  No. 
73-124. 

Said  parcels  of  land  and  easements  in  parcels  of  land  were 
acquired  for  municipal  purposes,  to  wit,  for  the  extension  and  ex¬ 
pansion  of  the  electrical  transmission  facilities  of  the  Municipal  Gas 
and  Electric  Department  prior  to  the  vote  taken  pursuant  to  Article 
12  of  the  Warrant  for  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  October  2,  1972. 

ARTICLE  18:  Voted  unanimously  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Two  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Eighty  and  80-100  ($2,580.80) 
Dollars  from  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  received  by  the  Town  pur¬ 
suant  to  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Government 
Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  truck  suitable 
for  use  by  the  Park  Department  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  the  appropriation  of 
$2,580.80,  the  bid  price. 

ARTICLE  19:  A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  authorize 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  by  purchase  on  behalf  of  the 
Town  the  fee  in  all  or  a  portion  of  a  certain  parcel  of  land  and  all 
rights  therein  together  with  the  buildings  thereon  presently  owned 
by  the  Swedish  Baptist  Conference  of  New  England  and  situated  on 
Purchase  Street  adjacent  to  Tispaquin  Pond,  said  land  being  shown 
on  land  court  plan  19262A  which  is  filed  with  Certificate  of  Title 
Number  29075  in  the  Land  Registry  District;  for  Plymouth  County. 
Said  land  to  be  acquired  includes  all  of  Lots  1,  3,  and  4  as  shown  on 
said  plan.  Excepting  Lot  2  as  shown  on  said  plan,  and  also  excepting 
any  conveyance  of  record  conveying  any  portion  of  said  Lots  1,  3  or  4 
and  also  contiguous  portions  of  Lots  1  and  3  in  the  southwesterly 
corner  of  the  land  shown  on  the  said  Land  Court  Plan  that  abut 
Tispaquin  Pond  and  land  now  or  formerly  of  Harry  Aronson,  land 
now  or  formerly  of  Herbert  L.  Wilber  et  ux  and  land  now  or  formerly 
of  Eldon  W.  Carver.  Said  contiguous  portions  are  presently  the 
subject  of  a  purchase  and  sale  agreements  and  together  comprise 
an  L-shaped  parcel  of  land  consisting  of  0.5  acres,  more  or  less, 
subject  to  and  with  the  benefits  of  rights  and  easements  of  record. 

Said  land  and  buildings  are  to  be  used  for  municipal  purposes, 
to  wit,  public  recreation,  and  for  the  above  purposes,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  surveying  costs  and  other  expenses  of  acquiring  said 
land,  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $250,000.00  and  to  raise  the  same  as 
follows:  $50,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  buildings  on  the  above 
described  land  and  the  down  payment  percentage  as  required  under 
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General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  7  (3)  from  funds  received  by  the 
town  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Government 
Assistance  Act  of  1972.  And  that  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of 
$200,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  the  above  described  land,  borrowing 
pursuant  to  General  Laws,  Chapter  44,  Section  7  (3).  The  final 
purchase  price  shall  be  determined  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  but  shall  not  exceed  $250,000.00.  In  the  events  the  pur¬ 
chase  price  is  less  than  $250,000.00,  20  per  cent  of  the  entire  purchase 
price  shall  be  taken  from  funds  appropriated  hereunder  from  the 
State  and  Local  Government  Assistance  Act  of  1972,  and  the  balance 
of  80  per  cent  of  the  purchase  price  to  be  taken  from  funds  borrowed 
hereunder,  was  lost  by  a  counted  vote  of  Yes  —  67,  No  — 191. 

The  Finance  Committee  recommends  unfavorable  action  on 
Article  19. 

ARTICLE  20:  Voted  unanimously  to  ratify  and  confirm  the 
acquisition  of  land  hereinafter  described  and  the  expenditure  of  a 
sum  of  money  therefor  from  the  Conservation  Fund  by  the  Con¬ 
servation  Commission,  said  land  being  described  in  a  deed  of  Anna 
H.  Ferraguto  et  al,  to  the  Town  dated  August  9,  1973,  said  deed  being 
recorded  at  the  Plymouth  County  Land  Registry  District.  Said  land 
is  located  on  Plymouth  Street  and  abuts  the  Nemasket  River  and  is 
shown  as  Lot  16  on  plan  15663D  filed  with  Certificate  of  Title  Number 
36288  and  Lot  10  shown  on  plan  15663A  filed  with  Certificate  of  Title 
Number  51721.  Said  land  was  acquired  and  is  managed  and  con¬ 
trolled  by  the  Conservation  Commission  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  8C,  as  amended;  and  to 
authorize  the  Conservation  Commission  to  do  all  things  necessary 
and  proper  to  apply  for  and  receive  on  behalf  of  the  Town  reim¬ 
bursement  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  of  any  sums 
that  may  be  available  for  this  purpose  pursuant  to  General  Laws, 
Chapter  132A,  Section  11,  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  21 :  A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  enact  the 
following  by-law: 

SEWAGE  MORATORIUM:  No  connection  to  the  public  sewage 
system  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  shall  be  permitted  until  such 
time  as  the  improvements  to  the  sewage  treatment  plant  and 
sewage  system  voted  by  the  Town  of  Middleboro  in  Article  8  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  12,  1973  shall  have  been 
completed.  The  Board  of  Health  may  grant  exemptions  to  this  By- 
Law  but  only  on  the  following  terms  and  conditions: 

1.  The  applicant  shall  submit  an  application  in  writing  to  the 
Board  of  Health  setting  forth  detailed  plans  of  the  existing  or 
proposed  structure  which  is  to  be  connected  to  the  public  sewage 
system  and  estimates  of  the  sewage  flow  from  the  anticipated 
connection  of  said  structure  with  supporting  data.  The  Board  may 
require  such  additional  information  to  be  submitted  with  each 
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application  as  it  may  in  its  discretion  feel  to  be  necessary  in  order 
for  it  to  make  an  informed  decision  on  the  application. 

2.  The  Board  of  Health  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  on  said  ap¬ 
plication  and  shall  provide  notice  at  least  14  days  in  advance  of  said 
hearing  to  all  boards  and  departments  of  the  Town  of  Mid- 
dleborough  and  shall  publish  notice  of  said  hearing  in  a  paper  of 
general  circulation  in  the  Town  of  Middleborough  on  one  occasion 
which  shall  be  at  least  seven  days  prior  to  the  sheduled  hearing. 

3.  After  such  hearing,  the  Board  may  grant  an  exception  and 
permit  a  connection  to  the  public  sewage  system  if,  and  only  if,  it 
shall  affirmatively  find: 

a.  That  said  connection  will  not  jeopardize  the  proper  operation 
of  the  existing  sewage  system  nor  will  it  in  any  way  be  harmful  to 
the  public  health  and  safety  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Mid- 
dleboro. 

b.  There  is  no  feasible  alternative  available  to  the  applicant 
other  than  to  connect  applicant’s  facility  to  the  sewage  system  of  the 
Town  of  Middleboro. 

c.  The  applicant  will  suffer  substantial  hardship,  financial  or 
otherwise,  if  the  applicant  is  not  permitted  to  connect  to  the  public 
sewage  system,  was  lost. 

ARTICLE  22:  A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  amend  the 
Zoning  By-Laws  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  by  adding  the 
following  section  as  Section  VII  C  7: 

7.  The  following  procedure  shall  be  followed  in  connection  with 
all  applications  for  variances  and  special  permits  under  this  by-law. 

a.  The  applicant  shall  submit  an  application  in  writing  to  the 
Board  of  Appeals  which  application  shall  include  six  (6)  copies  of  a

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VIII,  D,  and  may  require  the  submission  of  such  additional 
materials  as  it,  in  its  discretion,  may  feel  to  be  necessary  or 
desirable  in  order  for  it  to  make  a  proper  decision  on  the  ap¬ 
plication,  excepting  that  the  above  amendment  shall  not  apply  to  or

required  quorum,  as  ruled  by  the  Town  Moderator.

Court,’’  was  lost  by  a  counted  vote  of  Yes  —  61,  No  —  97. 

A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  amend  the  Zoning  By- 
Laws  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  by  striking  therefrom  Section 
IV  A  1,  k.  (4)  and  (5)  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

(4)  Use  of  an  accessory  structure  such  as  a  private  garage, 
greenhouse,  swimming  pool,  tool  shed,  playhouse,  tennis  court  or 
other  similar  building  or  structure  as  long  as  such  accessory 
structure  is  utilized  for  non-commercial  purposes  in  conjunction 
with  the  use  or  occupation  of  a  residence  permitted  in  the  district. 

(5)  Use  of  Signs  —  No  sign  shall  be  permitted  in  the  residence 
district  except  as  follows: 

A.  For  advertising  the  sale  or  rental  of  the  property  on  which  it 
is  located.  Each  such  sign  shall  not  exceed  six  square  feet  in  area. 

b.  For  advertising  activities  which  are  permitted  by  Section  IV 
A  1.  of  this  Zoning  By-Law,  providing  that  there  shall  be  only  one 
sign  permitted  and  it  shall  not  exceed  six  square  feet  in  area.  Said 
sign  shall  be  located  on  the  premises  wherein  such  activities  are 
carried  on. 

c.  Regulatory  signs  such  as  signs  required  to  be  posted  by  a 
public  authority  or  which  prohibit  trespassing  or  specific  activities 
upon  property  providing  that  any  such  sign  shall  not  exceed  two  feet 
in  area,  was  lost  by  a  counted  vote  of  Yes  —  116,  No  —  72,  thus  not 
receiving  a  two-thirds  vote. 
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Four  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  in  the  negative 
and  one  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  27:  On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was  voted 
to  amend  the  motion  made  under  Article  27  so  that  the  first  two 
clauses  in  the  description  of  the  land  described  in  said  motion  be 
striken  and  the  following  be  substituted: 

“Starting  at  a  point  280  feet  east  of  the  centerline  of  South  Main 
Street  and  150  feet  South  of  the  center  line  of  Prospect  Street; 

ALSO  that  at  the  end  of  the  description  of  the  land  described  in 
said  motion,  the  following  words  be  striken,  “and  shown  on  a  plan  on 
file  with  the  Town  Clerk.” 

A  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law 
of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  by  deleting  the  area  bounded  and 
described  as  follows: 

Starting  at  a  point  280  feet  east  of  the  center  line  of  South  Main 
Street  and  150  feet  south  of  the  center  line  of  Prospect  Street; 

Thence  southerly  along  the  northerly  side  of  Route  25  to  the 
Nemasket  River; 

Thence  northerly  by  the  Nemasket  River  to  East  Grove  Street; 

Thence  westerly  along  East  Grove  Street  890  feet; 

Thence  perpendicular  to  an  imaginary  line  running  parallel  to 
and  300  feet  from  East  Grove  Street  on  the  north  side ; 

Thence  westerly  along  that  line  to  Williams  Place; 

Thence  southerly  by  Williams  Place  to  East  Grove  Street ; 

Thence  easterly  along  East  Grove  Street  to  an  imaginary  line 
running  parallel  to  and  150  feet  from  Cliff  Street  on  the  east  side ; 

Thence  southerly  along  that  line  to  an  imaginary  line  running 
parallel  to  and  150  feet  from  Prospect  Street  on  the  south  side ; 

Thence  along  that  line  to  the  point  of  beginning ; 

from  the  General  Use  District  and  adding  same  to  the 
Residence  B  District  and  by  designating  said  change  on  the  Official 
Zoning  Map  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough  which  is  on  file  with  the 
Town  Clerk,  was  lost  by  a  counted  vote  of  Yes  —  94,  No  —  116,  thus 
not  receiving  a  two-thirds  vote. 

On  motion  duly  made  and  seconded  it  was  voted  by  a  counted 
vote  of  Yes  —  156,  No  —  53  to  adjourn  this  meeting  without  a  day  at 
9:40  p.m.

To  the  Citizens  of  Middleborough : 

The  year  1973  has  been  a  difficult  year  for  both  the  Assessors, 
their  staff  and  the  citizens  of  Middleborough.  There  was  a  $17.00  tax 
increase  per  $1000  assessed  value.  This  coupled  with  the  state  fiscal 
year  change  has  been  a  challenge  to  all  of  us. 

The  question  of  a  professional  revaluation  was  brought  up  at  our 
special  town  meeting  in  November.  It  was  defeated  by  a  slim 
margin.  The  Assessors’  Office  underwent  a  reorganization  in  1973, 
giving  us  Dorothy  Michael  as  Principal  Clerk  and  Richard  Weaver 
as  Appraiser  for  the  Board  of  Assessors.  This  has  worked  out  ex¬ 
ceedingly  well  in  view  of  the  many  problems  that  now  confront  all 
Assessing  Officers  across  the  state.  The  Assessors  and  the  members 
of  their  staff  have  attended  many  schools,  conferences,  and 
seminars  in  order  to  upgrade  their  knowledge  in  what  is  becoming  a 
very  complex  field. 

We  congratulate  William  Langlois  who  won  reelection  to  the 
Board  of  Assessors  for  a  second  term.  I  would  like  to  compliment 
our  Office  Staff  for  the  outstanding  work  that  they  have  done  over 
the  past  year.  They  have  dedicated  themselves  to  serving  the  public 
in  the  best  manner  possible.  We  are  exceedingly  proud  of  all  of 
them. 

The  year  ahead  promises  to  present  many  new  and  challenging 
demands,  but  with  the  help  and  understanding  of  the  citizens  of 
Middleborough,  we  shall  accomplish  our  goals  of  fair  and  equitable 
taxes  for  all.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Town  of  Middleborough,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1973. 

Highway  Division: 

During  the  year  drainage  was  installed  on  Cambridge,  Arch, 
Frank,  Clara,  Everett,  Forest,  Park,  Maple  and  Sproat  Streets. 
New  catch  basins  and  pipes  were  installed  where  necessary  on  West 
St.,  Barden  Hill  Rd.  and  Titicut  St.  New  culvert  pipes  were  con¬ 
structed  on  Sachem  St.  and  off  Plympton  St.  replacing  old  broken 
down  stone  box  culverts.  A  drainage  outlet  pipe  off  Center  St.  was 
extended. 

Surface  treatment  work  was  done  on  River,  Auburn,  Chestnut, 
Old  Thomas,  Wall,  Tispaquin,  North  Grove  Streets  and  Marion  Rd. 
Mix- in-place  surface  was  placed  on  Vernon,  Old  Center,  Rocky 
Meadow,  May  Streets,  Marion  Rd.  and  a  section  of  Spring  St.  A  base 
coarse  of  mix  was  also  placed  on  the  Oliver  Mill  parking  lot. 

Type  I  bituminous  concrete  surface  was  placed  on  Lane  St., 
LeBaron  Ave.,  Acorn  St.  and  sections  of  East  Main  St.  and  Plympton 
St.  Asphalt  sidewalks  were  constructed  along  sections  of  Center  St. 
Repair  work  to  the  concrete  sidewalks  on  Wareham  St.,  Center  St. 
and  Nickerson  Ave.  were  done  at  various  locations.  Jackson  St.  and 
Wareham  St.  sidewalks  were  resurfaced  where  the  Telephone 
Company  had  installed  cable  under  walks. Asphalt  curbing  was  instal¬ 
led  onCourtland  St. Acorn  St.,  Oak  St. and  corner  of  Lane  St.  and 
Center  St. 

Traffic  lines  were  painted  on  East  Main,  Plympton,  Carmel, 
Plymouth,  Old  Center  and  Nemasket  Streets.  Parking  lines  were 
painted  on  many  streets  in  the  center  of  town  as  well  as  the  town 
parking  lots.  Crosswalks  at  intersections  and  school  warning  signs 
were  painted  where  required. 

During  the  summer  months  there  are  various  maintenance 
items  at  Oliver  Mill  Park.  Weeds  are  removed  from  the  river  and 
carted  away  and  grass  needs  frequent  mowing.  Benches,  picnic 
tables,  fences  and  signs  need  to  be  repaired  or  replaced  to  keep  the 
park  in  good  condition  for  tourists  and  natives  to  enjoy. 

Tree  Division: 

There  were  52  dead  Dutch  Elm  trees  removed  and  stumped. 
Others  were  removed  of  dead  wood  and  sprayed.  There  were  56 
other  dead  trees  removed.  These  were  Maple,  Oak  and  Ash  trees. 
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Trees  were  trimmed  of  dead  wood  and  broken  limbs  throughout 
town.  The  Municipal  Light  Co.  and  New  England  Telephone 
Co.  supervised  the  trimming  of  trees  along  their  utility  lines. 

Roadside  spraying  was  done  for  tent  caterpillars  and  poison  ivy 
where  requested  and  if  necessary.  Plymouth  County  Mosquito 
Control  sprayed  for  mosquitos  and  cleaned  out  drainage  ditches. 

The  Peirce  Trustees  donated  $2,000  again  this  year  for  the  tree 
planting  program  at  requested  locations  on  the  various  town 
streets. 

Sanitation  Division:  (Rubbish  Pick-up) 

A  new  diesel  truck  with  a  twenty  yard  packer  body  was  pur¬ 
chased  and  put  into  operation.  The  increased  size  of  the  packer  has 
helped  to  keep  up  with  ever  increasing  quantities  of  material 
collected.  Each  year  “clean  up  week”  in  the  Spring  becomes  more 
popular,  judging  by  the  generous  increase  in  contributions  to  the 
landfill  site.  The  men  working  on  these  vehicles  deserve  much 
credit  for  carrying  out  their  heavy  work  schedule  amid  all  kinds  of 
weather  conditions  and  amongst  dogs  both  friendly  and  otherwise. 

New  rubbish  receptacles  have  been  placed  around  the  center  of 
town  at  various  locations  to  replace  the  barrels  and  baskets.  These 
new  receptacles  are  funded  by  the  various  merchants  who  pay  for 
the  advertising  space  on  the  side  of  each  unit.  These  receptacles  are 
picked  up  by  town  forces  and  emptied  at  the  landfill  site. 

Brook  Street  Landfill: 

Warren  Figard  and  Douglas  Pike  are  the  equipment  operators 
at  the  landfill  site  and  have  shown  great  interest  in  keeping  things 
running  smoothly  in  all  kinds  of  weather  and  a  variety  of  cir¬ 
cumstances. We  are  constantly  plagued  with  vandalism  at  night.The 
addition  to  the  landfill  garage  has  been  completed  and  will  provide 
more  storage  space  for  equipment.

Water  and  Sewer  Division 
Report  1973 

Among  the  early  accomplishments  of  1973  was  the  changing  of 
the  filter  sand  in  both  filters  No.  1  and  No.  2,  at  the  slow  sand  filter 
system  of  East  Grove  Street  pumping  station.  These  were  done  in 
March  and  April  of  1973  and  required  that  all  the  old  sand  be 
removed  from  each  filter  and  new  sand, to  height  of  3f  be  replaced 
in  both  filters.  Most  of  the  handling  of  the  sand  has  to  be  done  by 
hand  as  the  design  of  the  filter  does  not  allow  for  mechanized 
removal.  This  was  done  with  combined  D.P.W.  help.  Another  item 
that  was  completed  was  the  piping  system  of  the  new  Miller  Street 
Well,  which  was  connected  to  the  8”  main  installed  last  year  and  to 
add  two  new  vacuum  lines  for  the  well  system  itself.  The  building 
was  completed  and  the  pumping  equipment  was  installed.  All 
testing  and  flushing  of  the  system  was  completed.  On  January  1, 
1974,  the  well  was  turned  into  the  system  for  use  and  at  present, its 
effect  on  the  system  is  being  studied.  It  is  felt  that  in  order  to  gain 
maximum  use  of  the  water  available  now,  a  new  transmission  line  is 
necessary  for  the  South  Middleborough  loop  with  the  towers. 

From  the  results  of  water  exploration  this  year,  it  is  felt  that  we 
have  discovered  a  new  well  on  the  property  of  Hose  Maxim  on 
Spruce  St.  The  extensive  pumping  test  is  now  in  the  hands  of 
Whitman-Howard  Engineering  for  proving  out  the  well,  discovered 
through  our  own  exploration  program. 

In  the  Sewer  Division  and  at  the  Sewerage  Treatment  Plant, 
several  major  projects  were  undertaken.  First  of  all,  the  manholes 
on  Myrtle  Ave.,  Sproat  St.,  Frank  St.,  Reland  St.  and  School  St.  were 
all  located  and  any  buried  manholes  were  raised  to  the  present 
surface  of  the  streets,  many  have  been  buried  for  years.  Also,  along 
with  the  program  started  in  this  area,  the  division  has  started  to 
install  locking  manhole  covers  on  all  interceptor  lines,  10  covers 
have  been  installed  to  date  with  the  money  allowed  for  purchase.  It 
is  hoped  to  install  more  each  year  until  the  interceptor  lines  are  all 
secured.  Penetryn  Systems  cleared  the  entire  interceptor  line  from 
the  siphon  on  East  Grove  St.  to  the  Sewerage  Treatment  Plant  this 
year  under  the  Revenue  Sharing  Program  money.  At  present,  they 
are  televising  the  line  and  reporting  its  condition  to  the  department 
concerning  service  ability.  Much  time  and  manpower  of  both  High¬ 
way  and  Water  Division  was  used  for  raising  and  locating 
manholes,  and  making  trunk  line  accessible  for  the  cleaning, 
televising  and  possible  grouting  of  the  major  interceptor  line.  We 
have  high  hopes  for  breaking  ground  for  the  new  treatment  plant 
this  Spring,  as  we  have  been  informed  that  as  of  January  1,  1974, 
eighty-five  per  cent  of  the  plans  are  completed  for  that  purpose.  The 
age  and  condition  of  the  old  plant  leaves  much  to  be  desired,  and 
several  major  components  such  as  the  Digester  and  the  Centrifuge 
have  presented  constant  problems  daily.  I  hope  we  can  keep  the  old 
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plant  going  until  the  new  plant  is  built.  I  certainly  hope  no  more 
delays  will  hold  up  the  new  plant. 

Another  time  consuming  but  interesting  program  was  the 
hydraulic  study  presently  being  analyzed  by  Whitman  and  Howard 
for  an  in-depth  study  of  the  present  water  system  and  a  prediction 
and  proposal  for  adding  and  strengthening  the  system  in  the  future. 
The  mapping  and  final  study  report  should  be  available  by  Spring  of 
1974.  This  required  extensive  testing  for  fire  flows  and  “C”  values 
with  the  system  hydrants,  along  with  many  hours  at  pumping 
stations  and  collecting  data  about  the  systems.  We  have  also 
gathered  data  from  records,  maps  and  field  trips  for  the  engineers 
to  study. 

All  other  functions  of  the  Water  and  Sewer  Division  are  being 
performed  as  required.  Only  two  major  extensions  of  main  line 
were  added  this  year.  They  were  Adams  Circle  development  on 
Taunton  St.  and  the  extension  of  the  water  main  to  service  the  new 
Mayflower  School  from  East  Grove  St.  I  feel  that  growth  in  Mid- 
dleborough  will  continue  at  a  rapid  rate  and  we  must  do  all  we  can  to 
keep  ahead  of  that  growth,  less  we  run  out  of  facilities  to  keep  up 
with  progress. 
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Report  of  the  Health  Officer 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  Hall 

Middleborough,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

It  is  my  pleasure  to  submit  this,  my  fifth  annual  report  as 
Health  Officer  for  the  Department  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

During  the  year  a  number  of  investigations  were  conducted  in 
the  area  of  substandard  housing.  Of  particular  concern  was  the 
considerable  number  of  dwelling  units  available  and  occupied  in  the 
community  that  are  subject  to  chronic  dampness  and  other  con¬ 
ditions  that  may  impair  the  health  of  the  occupants.  After  it  was 
determined  that  corrective  action  was  not  practical,  eleven 
dwelling  units  were  ordered  removed  from  the  rental  market. 

Inspection  of  the  several  Recreational  Camps  for  Children, 
located  on  the  ponds,  disclosed  a  range  of  compliance  with  en¬ 
vironmental  and  personnel  health  standards  varying  from  excellent 
to  gross  deficiencies.  Meetings  were  held  with  the  camp  personnel 
and  the  matters  resolved.  The  Public  Health  Nurse  assisted  in  the 
program  reviewing  medical  procedures  and  established  lines  of 
communication  with  the  resident  nurse  at  the  camps.  I  believe  the 
program  was  very  productive. 

Inspection  of  the  nursing  and  rest  homes,  required  before 
license  renewal,  were  conducted  jointly  by  the  Health  Officer  and 
Deputy  Chief  Francis  Robidoux  of  the  Middleborough  Fire 
Department.  In  a  number  of  instances  potentially  hazardous  con¬ 
ditions  were  corrected. 

Sanitary  surveys  conducted  in  the  restaurants  disclosed,  in 
general,  improved  compliance  with  the  sanitary  code  standards 
over  previous  years.  The  program  is  really  an  educational  effort. 
Some  persons  in  the  food  business  seem  to  have  little  understanding 
of  the  requirements  for  adequate  food  protection.  In  order  to  protect 
the  public  health,  it  was  necessary  to  close,  on  a  temporary  basis, 
one  establishment  on  three  separate  occasions. 

Eighteen  subdivisions,  with  a  total  of  1156  lots,  were  under 
active  consideration  of  approval  during  the  year.  Evaluation  of 
three  subdivisions  were  completed  and  Board  of  Health  approval 
granted  for  a  total  of  166  lots.  Of  the  473  individual  lots  evaluated  by 
the  Health  Officer  to  determine  site  suitability  for  the  subsurface 
disposal  of  sewage  effluents,  266  received  approval  and  207  were 
disapproved. 

The  Board  of  Health  routinely  conducted  immunization  clinics 
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on  a  monthly  basis  and  although  the  clinics  have  been  well  attended 
it  became  apparent  that  some  parents  neglected  to  have  their  child 
immunized.  Perhaps  as  the  result  of  the  freedom  from  major 
epidemics  for  some  years  a  number  of  diseases  formally  prevalent 
in  children  have  been  regarded  to  be  under  control.  However,  the 
disease  viruses  have  not  been  eliminated.  The  community  ex¬ 
perienced  a  measles  epidemic  early  in  1973  with  34  cases  officially 
reported.  The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health 
estimates  that  only  one  in  four  cases  are  reported.  Clinics  were 
conducted  on  a  daily  basis  during  the  period  with  a  total  of  535 
measles  immunizations  given.  Attending  were  a  considerable 
number  of  school  age  children  who  had  never  been  immunized  or 
had  been  immunized  before  the  age  of  one  year.  In  addition  to  the 
routine  immunization  clinics  the  Board  of  Health  sponsored  a  very 
well  attended  cancer  clinic  conducted  under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Mary  Warren,  who  along  with  a  number  of  other  persons  employed 
in  the  health  field,  volunteered  their  services. 

541  dogs  were  immunized  against  rabies  at  the  clinic  co¬ 
sponsored  by  the  Board  of  Health  and  Pocksha  Canine  Club.  This 
clinic  was  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  David  Johnson,  South  Mid- 
dleborough  veterinarian  who  was  assisted  by  the  members  of  the 
club. 

The  annual  Flu  Clinic  held  in  October  was  well  attended  with  330 
persons  completing  the  two  shots  required  for  immunization. 

A  Mantoux  Clinic  (skin  test  for  tuberculosis)  was  held  monthly 
in  the  Board  of  Health  office.  365  persons  were  screened  during  1973. 

A  Chest  X-Ray  Clinic  was  conducted  on  a  monthly  basis  at  St. 
Luke’s  Hospital  under  the  direction  of  the  Plymouth  County 
Hospital.  Appointments  to  attend  the  clinic  and  coordination  of  the 
program  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Public  Health  Nurse.  The 
average  attendance  in  1973  was  19  patients  per  clinic.  An  attendance 
of  not  over  12-16  patients  would  be  preferable  to  allow  for  adequate 
counseling.

Report  of  the  Public  Health  Nurse 


The  Public  Health  Nurse  Program  remained  essentially  the 
same  in  1973  as  in  1972.  The  most  significant  event  was  the  cancer 
screening  clinic  for  women.  Dr.  Mary  Warren  assisted  by  many 
other  volunteers  and  the  Public  Health  Nurse  screened  174  women 
for  breast  and  cervical  cancer.  This  clinic  was  possible  because  of 
the  cooperation  of  St.  Luke’s  Hospital,  New  England  Deaconess 
Hospital,  the  Board  of  Health  and  the  American  Cancer  Society. 

Middleborough  experienced  a  measles  outbreak  in  the  spring 
and  the  Public  Health  Nurse  with  the  assistance  of  Mrs.  Doris 
Balonis  R.N.  relief  nurse  administered  545  measles  immunizations. 
It  has  been  found  that  measles  vaccine  given  prior  to  one  year  of  age 
does  not  convey  immunity,  therefore,  many  children  were  either 
reimmunized  or  contracted  the  disease. 

The  need  for  homemaker  service  has  been  demonstrated  many 
times  this  past  year.  At  present  Brockton  Homemaker  Service  is 
assisting  six  Middleborough  residents  and  two  other  clients  are 
served  by  another  homemaker. 

Prenatal  Classes  were  held  in  the  spring.  It  is  hoped  that 
eventually  a  comprehensive  maternal  child  health  program  can  be 
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developed  which  will  include  prenatal  classes,  post  partum  visits 
and  well  child  conferences. 

The  Professional  Advisory  Committee  has  been  of  assistance  in 
developing  criteria  for  programs  and  care.

Report  of  the  Inspector  of  Animals 


New  rules  and  regulations  have  been  adopted,  which  govern 
stables  and  riding  instructors.  All  stables  having  horses  for  hire 
must  obtain  a  permit  from  the  state  and  abide  by  the  rules  and 
regulation  under  this  permit.  All  riding  instructors  also  must  have  a 
permit  which  is  renewed  every  year.  The  stable  permit  is  $50.00  per 
year.  The  instructors  permit  is  $25.00  per  year. 

A  comprehensive  program  has  been  organized  to  get  100  per¬ 
cent  of  the  horses  in  Massachusetts  vaccinated  to  protect  them  from 
Encephalomyelitis.  Since  Encephalomyelitis  is  carried  to  horses  by 
mosquitoes  efforts  will  be  directed  to  eliminate  breeding  places 
by  the  Division  of  Mosquito  Control.  It  is  hoped  that  4-H  groups  and 
horse  associations  will, through  clinics,  play  an  important  part  in  the 
program,  as  they  have  in  Middleborough  in  the  past

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Report  of  the  Mosquito  Control  Project

Middleborough,  Massachusetts 
Gentlemen: 

This  past  season  Massachusetts  witnessed  a  serious  outbreak  of 
equine  encephalitis.  Seventy  cases  were  confirmed  in  horses,  forty- 
two  of  them  in  Plymouth  and  Bristol  Counties.  Acting  under  ad¬ 
visement  of  the  Lakeville  Encephalitis  Field  Station,  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Health  undertook  an  aerial  spray  program 
that  eventually  covered  1,600,000  acres.  The  epidemic  was  broken, 
no  human  cases  were  reported. 

Two  acts  of  the  Legislature  established  two  additional  Mosquito 
Control  Projects  in  the  Commonwealth  during  1973.  Chapter  583 
established  the  Central  Massachusetts  Mosquito  Control  Project. 
Thirty-one  towns  and  one  city,  in  Middlesex  and  Worcester  Coun¬ 
ties,  will  participate.  Chapter  606  formed  the  Suffolk  County 
Mosquito  Control  Project,  comprised  of  the  cities  of  Chelsea  and 
Boston.  Ten  projects  are  now  serving  the  Commonwealth  under 
Section  5A,  Chapter  252  of  the  General  Laws  enacted  July  15,  1957. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  various  activities  of  this 
Project:  hand -sprayers,  mist  blowers,  thermol  foggers  and  ultra 
low-volume  cold  aerosol  foggers  were  used  in  treating  36,608  acres 
from  mid-April  through  mid-September. 

In  the  remaining  months,  59,380  feet  of  ditches  and  streams 
were  cleared  to  eliminate  breeding  areas.  Additionally,  28,000  feet 
of  ditches  and  streams  were  reclaimed,  using  backhoes  of  special 
design. 

The  Project  thanks  the  various  town  departments  for  their 
valuable  aid.

This  is  repetitious  but  for  the  information  of  new  residents,  we 
are  the  educational  arm  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts  and  the 
U.S.D.A.  at  the  county  level.  This  is  where  the  name  “Cooperative 
Extension”  is  derived. 

We  have  many  and  varied  educational  programs. 

Free  bulletins  are  on  display  at  our  office  on  lawn  care,  gar¬ 
dening,  nutrition,  home  canning  and  freezing,  to  name  just  a  few. 

The  number  of  soil  samples  tested  continues  to  increase  each 
year  which  is  a  free  service  to  Plymouth  County  residents. 

Posters  and  leaflets  describing  our  staff  services  have  been 
placed  in  every  town  hall  and  library  in  the  county  along  with  timely 
leaflets  for  distribution. 

Town  Directors  met  twice  this  past  year  with  staff  members. 
Citizens  are  encouraged  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  their  Town 
Director  any  suggestions  to  improve  our  services. 

Plymouth  County  continues  to  have  the  most  active  4-H 
Program  in  Massachusetts.  Increased  enrollment  continues  in  our 
new  Urban  4-H  program  and  we  have  had  added  to  our  staff  a  new 
Associate  4-H  Agent’s  position. 

In  addition  to  our  regular  staff,  we  have  five  Regional  Com¬ 
munity  Resource  Development  Specialists  who  work  closely  with  all 
the  towns  on  varied  projects  and  are  available  for  assistance  to  all 
towns.

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Report  of  the  Public  Library 


To  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees : 

Middleborough  Public  Library 

1973  has  brought  changes  at  the  public  library.  The  preparation 
of  the  budget  was,  in  itself,  a  change.  It  was  necessary  to  project 
ahead  for  a  year  and  a  half  to  prepare  a  budget  for  eighteen  months 
instead  of  the  usual  twelve.  This  will  bring  about  a  change  from 
operating  on  a  calendar  year  to  a  fiscal  year  which  will  begin,  an¬ 
nually,  on  July  first.  As  1973  ended,  we  have  six  months  left  to  go  on 
the  above  budget.  We  have  a  balance  in  all  of  the  library  accounts 
and  we  hope  this  will  see  us  through  to  July  first  and  a  new  budget. 

We  received  a  letter  from  the  Division  of  Library  Extension  in 
Boston  advising  us  that  revenue  sharing  money  would  be  coming  to 
each  town  in  the  Commonwealth  and,  that,  as  libraries  were  high 
priority  on  the  list,  they  expected  each  library  to  apply  for  some  of 
it.  They  wanted  to  be  advised  as  to  how  our  requests  were  received 
and  the  results  of  them.  So,  we  got  together  proposals  for  two 
projects  that  we  had  felt,  for  some  time,  would  be  beneficial  to  the 
library.  One,  to  replace  the  roof  on  the  main  part  of  the  building.  We 
have  been  patching  the  roof  for  a  number  of  years.  The  second 
project  was  to  renovate  an  unused  area  of  the  basement.  This  would 
be  used  for  a  reading  room  for  high  school  age  patrons.  We  sub¬ 
mitted  these  proposals  to  the  selectmen  and  to  the  finance  com¬ 
mittee.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  we  received  the  money  for  both 
projects.  Our  selectmen  and  finance  committee  are  to  be  com¬ 
mended,  as  many  libraries,  in  other  towns,  failed  to  receive  any  of 
this  money. 

The  basement  room  is  in  the  process  of  being  built.  It  is  most 
rewarding  to  see  a  dusty  old  area  being  transformed  into  what  will 
be  a  very  attractive  room.  We  have  never  had  a  separate  reading 
room  for  high  school  people.  They  have  used  the  reference  room  for 
this  purpose.  When  the  new  room  is  completed,  the  reference  room 
will  be  used  only  for  reference  work,  as  it  should  be. 

We,  also,  anticipate  using  the  new  room,  during  school  hours, 
for  special  programs  for  various  age  groups. 

We  will  start  work  on  the  roof  when  spring  arrives. 

We  began  having  story  hours  for  pre-school  children  this  year. 
They  have  been  quite  successful.  During  the  month  of  December, 
we  had  special  programs  for  the  mothers  of  the  children  attending 
the  story  hours.  The  Board  of  Trustees  and  I  are  most  grateful  to  the 
Middleborough  Arts  and  Crafts  Association  whose  members  put  on 
the  programs  for  the  mothers.  We  plan  to  continue  these  story  hours 
and  hope  to  expand  and  have  them  for  different  age  groups  as  1974 
progresses. 

We,  also,  had  a  poster  contest  for  children  in  the  first  through 
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the  sixth  grade.  It  was  a  huge  success.  We  thank  Mrs.  Joseph 
Whitcomb,  Mrs.  Mertie  Romaine  and  Mr.  Clint  Clark  who  served  as 
judges.  The  winners  of  the  contest  were  Wayne  Simmons,  Robert 
Thibault,  Darlene  Carveiro  and  Mary  Demoranville.  The  prizes 
were  books. 

The  branch  library,  at  Pratt  Free  School,  is  well  patronized  by 
the  school  children.  We  thank  the  North  Middleborough  Mother’s 
Club  for  their  help  in  manning  the  library. 

The  South  Middleborough  Library  has  had  a  year  of  ups  and 
downs.  It  seems  difficult  to  get  qualified  volunteers  to  man  this 
station.  We  thank  Mrs.  Lucy  Sisson  for  her  valiant  efforts  to  try  to 
find  people  to  man  the  library  and  the  people  who  have  worked  there 
during  the  year.  At  this  point,  the  future  of  this  little  branch  seems 
uncertain.  There  have  been  few  people  patronizing  it  for  the  past 
year.  However,  with  the  energy  crisis,  it  would  be  nearer  for  South 
Middleborough  people  to  get  books  there,  if  a  competent  volunteer 
could  be  found. 

These  are  the  more  important  things  that  have  occurred  during 
1973.  We  have,  of  course,  continued  our  usual  services  and  hope  to 
continue  and  expand  them  during  1974. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all 
donors  of  records,  magazines,  books  and  other  library  materials, 
given  to  us  during  1973.  Also,  special  thanks  to  Miss  Mildred  Ashley 
for  her  continued  help  in  our  catalog  room.

Annual  Report  — 1973 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Our  program  of  activities  this  year  has  been  basically  the  same, 
but  with  expansion  and  improvement  in  several  areas.  We  have 
continued  the  regular  swimming  lessons  and  recreational  swim¬ 
ming,  Kiddie  Korners,  farm  league  baseball,  men’s  slow-  and  fast- 
pitch  softball  leagues,  tennis  and  archery  instruction  and  com¬ 
petition,  special  events,  and  skating  in  the  winter. 

This  year  we  expanded  into  the  adult  women’s  category  and 
offered  tennis  instruction  and  competition,  softball,  and  a  class  in 
fitness  and  figure  control.  They  proved  successful  enough  to 
warrant  even  further  expansion. 

For  the  youngsters  we  added  classes  in  boxing  and  wrestling 
instruction.  Our  evening  basketball  program  at  the  skating  rink  for 
the  older  boys  and  girls  was  very  successful  and  we  intend  to  offer 
even  more  opportunities  in  this  direction  next  summer. 

We  were  not  able  to  operate  our  Thomas  S.  Peirce  Twi-Light 
League  in  baseball  for  junior  and  high  school  boys  for  two  reasons: 
lack  of  adult  coaches  and  not  enough  players  to  operate  a  four-team 
league.  We  will  attempt  to  operate  the  league  again  in  1974  and  hope 
to  cooperate  with  the  Little  League  organization  to  overcome  the 
two  problems. 

In  the  area  of  facility  improvements  construction  on  the  new 
field  house  and  office  building  was  started  in  the  spring  and  com¬ 
pleted  towards  the  end  of  November.  We  have  looked  forward  with 
great  anticipation  to  once  again  having  central  office  quarters  to 
more  effectively  administrate  our  recreational  program. 

The  Department  cooperated  with  the  Neighborhood  Youth 
Corp  and  was  assigned  sixteen  youths,  both  girls  and  boys,  for  nine 
weeks  employment  as  activities  supervisors,  maintenance  workers, 
and  field  house  attendants.  Our  grounds,  service,  and  supervision 
were  more  efficiently  operated  because  of  their  presence. 

Much  of  the  Park  Superintendent’s  work  concerns  itself  with  the 
proper  selection  and  management  of  the  supervisory  and  main¬ 
tenance  staff.  I  am  very  happy  to  report  that  the  staff  this  year 
continued  to  be  one  of  the  best. 

Our  recreational  program  and  facilities  continue  to  be  one  of  the 
finest  in  the  area,  thanks  to  the  interest  and  support  of  the  people  of 
Middleborough,  its  government  officials,  the  Park  Board,  and  the 
Peirce  Trustees.

Report  of  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional 
Technical  School  Committee 

This  is  the  sixth  annual  report  of  the  Bristol-Plymouth  Regional 
Technical  School  District. 

During  the  year  our  committee  held  twenty-five  regular 
meetings,  a  special  meeting,  and  many  additional  meetings  to  work 
on  formulating  the  budget. 

The  officers  elected  at  our  annual  meeting  were  Donald  K. 
Atkins,  Chairman,  Middleborough;  William  R.  Powers,  Vice 
Chairman,  Raynham;  L.  Allen  Freeman,  Treasurer;  and  Caroline 
Tripp,  Clerk. 

The  voters  of  Taunton  re-elected  Donald  J.  Scott  and  elected 
William  H.  Gallagher,  Jr.  as  their  representatives  on  the  School 
Committee. 

We  have  been  extremely  pleased  with  the  popularity  and  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  our  school.  In  September  of  1972  we  had  four  hundred 
twenty -four  undergraduates,  and  seventy-four  students  in  the  post 
graduate  school.  In  September,  1973  we  had  five  hundred  sixty-nine 
undergraduates  and  eighty-eight  post  graduates,  which  gave  us  a 
total  of  six  hundred  fifty -five  students.  The  Guidance  Department 
forecasts  that  in  September  of  1974  we  will  more  than  exceed  our 
planned  enrollment  because  we  will  be  well  over  our  eight  hundred 
student  figure. 

Mr.  Couture,  Director  of  Guidance  and  Admissions  Officer,  has 
been  making  an  excellent  cross  section  of  student  selection.  For 
every  three  students  applying  we  have  been  able  to  admit  only  one. 
He  has  worked  very  closely  with  the  feeder  schools'  guidance 
counselors,  and  we  are  most  appreciative  for  their  cooperation. 

Two  new  departments  were  added  to  our  technical  offerings: 
Distributive  Education,  and  Painting  and  Decorating.  These  shops 
have  been  in  operation  only  since  September,  but  already  have 
received  high  praise  from  our  state  supervisors  who  have  visited 
them.  This  brings  our  undergraduate  offerings  to  fifteen. 

Due  to  increased  enrollment,  we  have  had  to  add  additional 
teachers  to  our  academic  and  technical  areas.  Mr.  Saunders  and  the 
Department  Heads  have  been  constantly  evaluating  our  teachers 
and  programs  for  recommendations. 

A  pilot  cooperative  program  has  been  started  in  which  selected 
seniors  will  be  allowed  to  go  to  work  the  week  they  would  be  in  their 
shop  activity.  The  slots  left  vacated  by  these  working  seniors  will  be 
offered  to  selected  seniors  in  our  High  Schools.  Consequently  they 
will  be  able  to  take  short  unit  courses  in  automobile  mechanics, 
machine  shop,  welding,  and  enter  industry  as  productive  workers 
upon  graduation  from  their  own  High  Schools.  This  program  has 
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been  approved  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  and  will  start 
the  first  of  the  year. 

A  six-week  summer  pre-vocational  program  was  offered  to 
students  in  grades  six  through  eight.  One  hundred  fifty  boys  and 
girls  spent  mornings  at  Bristol-Plymouth  learning  about  the  world 
of  work.  They  were  engaged  in  simplified  projects  to  show  them  how 
this  institution  prepares  people  to  become  successful  productive 
workers.  The  project  was  completely  funded  by  a  federal  grant. 

We  are  grateful  to  Congresswoman  Margaret  Heckler,  Senator 
John  F.  Parker,  and  Dr.  John  P.  Manning  of  the  State  Office  of 
Education  for  their  participation  in  making  our  dedication  such  a 
success. 

Our  students  have  been  very  sports -minded  with  over  three 
hundred  involved  in  intra-murals  and  one  hundred  seventy-five  in 
track,  basketball,  baseball,  and  football.  The  interest  and  en¬ 
thusiasm  of  our  boys  and  girls  in  these  activities  is  most  gratifying. 

During  the  second  school  year  of  the  Donald  K.  Atkins  Library 
at  Bristol-Plymouth,  the  pupil-faculty  daily  use  of  facilities  has 
more  than  doubled  with  teachers  and  students  constantly  calling 
upon  the  library  for  resources  in  both  the  academic  and  technical 
areas.  The  book  circulation  has  soared  to  more  than  four  times  that 
of  last  year.  We  currently  have  over  4,000  volumes  in  our  library  and 
subscriptions  to  128  periodicals  and  newspapers  in  addition  to 
government  publications,  pamphlets,  and  maps. 

The  audio-visual  resources  and  equipment  have  been  greatly 
expanded  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  numerous  new  courses  which 
have  been  added  to  the  curriculum,  and  teachers  are  taking  a  new 
approach  to  instruction  with  the  help  of  new  media  services. 

Mr.  Richard  Bradley,  Plant  Engineer,  and  his  workers  merit 
high  praise  for  the  condition  of  our  building.  The  school  is  operating 
smoothly  with  no  major  problems  to  date. 

Security  precautions  have  proven  to  be  a  great  asset  in  our 
overall  program  with  the  addition  of  our  two-way  radio  tied  into  the 
Taunton  Police  Department. 

The  covering  of  the  brook  and  grading  of  the  burrow  area  will 
add  the  potential  of  more  recreational  area  to  our  overall  site.  Last 
year  over  twenty  thousand  area  residents  used  our  facilities;  and 
with  completion  of  the  recreational  area,  it  should  double  its  use 
next  year. 

Over  thirty-six  students  have  taken  part  in  the  work-study 
program  after  their  school  day. 

Mrs.  Phyllis  Atherton,  Cafeteria  Manager,  and  her  staff  con¬ 
tinue  to  serve  the  students  an  excellent  lunch  in  spite  of  higher  food 
costs.  Ninety  percent  of  our  students  participate  in  the  lunch 
program. 

Our  yearbook,  supervised  by  Mr.  John  Correia,  and  the  school

newspaper,  directed  by  Mr.  Alfred  Rogash,  have  been  well  accepted 
by  our  students  and  faculty. 

The  Division  of  Surplus  Property  for  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  has  continued  to  lower  our  operational  costs.  Our 
GMC  truck  and  Lowrey  organ  are  but  two  of  the  many  fine 
acquisitions. 

The  Department  of  Public  Works  and  the  City  of  Taunton  Street 
Department,  have  also  donated  two  surplus  plows  and  an  Air-Lift. 

Our  evening  school  continues  to  be  very  popular  with  an 
enrollment  of  six  hundred  students.  An  additional  seventy  students 
are  in  the  Taunton  River  Power  Squadron  course.  Bristol  Com¬ 
munity  College  will  terminate  their  sponsorship  of  the  high  school 
equivalency  program  in  January  of  1974  and  we  will  administer  the 
same  offering  early  in  the  spring. 

An  emergency  Medical  Technicians  Program  was  undertaken 
by  our  school  in  which  twenty-one  firemen,  policemen,  and  rescue 
workers,  received  instructions  in  the  emergency  care  of  a  patient 
from  the  site  of  rescue  to  the  hospital  emergency  room.  This  course 
was  offered  through  the  Manpower  Development  Act  using  federal 
funds.  Mrs.  Jane  Whittemore,  our  school  nurse,  assisted  by  Mrs., 
Catherine  Scott  were  the  instructors.  Morton  Hospital  cooperated  in 
this  venture. 

Mr.  Custy,  Assistant  Superintendent-Director,  should  be 
commended  for  his  untiring  effort  in  helping  to  make  Bristol- 
Plymouth  a  fine  school.  Mr.  Koloski,  Placement  Coordinator,  has 
found  positions  for  many  undergraduates  and  postgraduates.  His 
relationship  with  industrial  leaders  in  our  region  is  most  worthy  of 
mention. 

We  extend  our  sincere  appreciation  to  our  dedicated  and  en¬ 
thusiastic  staff,  our  region’s  superintendents,  our  administrators, 
parents,  and  students. 

We  welcome  perspective  students  and  parents  to  visit  our 
school  and  discuss  courses  and  procedures.

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Report  of  the 

Historical  District  Study  Committee 

The  Historical  District  Study  Committee  was  established  by  the 
Selectmen  of  Middleborough,  Massachusetts  in  June  of  1972.  The 
committee  members  were  appointed  in  accordance  with  the 
General  Laws  as  found  in  Section  4  Chapter  40C  regarding  the 
establishment  of  an  Historical  District  Study  Committee. 

Members  of  the  committee  were  appointed  from  the  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  local  Historical  Society,  the  Board  of  Realtors  and  the 
American  Institute  of  Architects.  The  original  committee  named 
was  Mrs.  Frederick  E.  Eayrs,  (since  resigned),  Mrs.  Lorenzo 
Wood,  Jr.  (present  secretary),  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Mizaras,  James  S. 
Rowley  and  Charles  D.  Townsend  (present  chairman). 

During  1973  the  Study  Committee  held  several  meetings.  While 
the  intent  of  the  Selectmen  was  to  have  an  Historical  District 
Commission  established,  the  Study  Committee  was  not  able  to  fulfill 
all  the  requirements  prior  to  the  special  town  meeting  or  for  the 
annual  meeting  to  be  held  in  March. 

Therefore,  as  a  step  to  protect  the  historical  sites  in  Mid¬ 
dleborough, the  study  committee  offered  a  proposal  to  the  Selectmen 
and  an  article  was  placed  on  the  warrant  for  the  special  town 
meeting  in  November  to  be  voted  upon  by  the  town’s  registered 
voters. 

This  proposal  was  passed  and  the  Middleborough  Historical 
Commission  has  been  established  by  vote  of  the  town.  Members  of 
the  Commission  will  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen. 

During  1974  the  Historical  District  Study  Committee  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  study  the  need  for  the  establishment  of  an  Historical 
District  and  a  Commission.  If  such  a  need  is  found, it  will  require 
several  months  of  surveys  and  public  meetings  to  fulfill  the 
requirements  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  and  to  qualify 
for  the  establishment  of  such  an  Historical  District  and  a  Historical 
District  Commission. 

Furthermore,  the  proposal  must  be  presented  at  a  town  meeting 
for  acceptance  by  the  town.  Such  acceptance  by  the  town  of  Mid¬ 
dleborough  must  be  made  before  such  an  Historical  District  and 
Historical  District  Commission  becomes  valid.

Report  of  conservation  commission 


The  Conservation  Commission  through  Chapter  131,  Section  40, 
(which  is  the  Hatch  Act)  has  worked  with  other  boards  in  the  town  of 
Middleborough  to  help  determine  wet  lands.  , 

On  site  investigations  and  information  obtained  by  Soil  Con¬ 
servation  Service  has  helped  the  Commission  in  its  findings  on  Sub¬ 
division,  condominiums,  commercial,  and  municipal  applicants. 

Work  has  started  and  is  in  progress  to  update  the  fish  ladders  in 
the  Nemasket  River.  Also,  river  cleaning  and  weed  cutting  is  in  the 
commissions  plans  for  the  future. 

Work  in  the  Great  Cedar  Swamp  prompted  Middleborough,  as 
well  as  other  area  commissions,  to  seek  legislation  to  close  loop 
holes  in  the  Agriculture  exemption  of  Chapter  131,  Section  40. 

The  Commission  has  purchased  the  Ferraguto  land  bordering 
Oliver  Mill  Park  which  we  feel  will  benefit  the  area. 


An  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan  being  researched  by 
Harvard  College  is  under  way  in  Middleborough.  This  Plan  is 
needed  in  order  for  the  town  to  receive  reimbursement  on  land 
purchases.  Also  this  plan  will  determine  future  development  of  land 
use  in  Middleborough.

Report  of  the  Gas  and  Electric 
Department 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Town  of  Middleborough,  Mass. 

Gentlemen: 

The  following  is  the  annual  report  of  the  Gas  &  Electric 
Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1973. 

.  GAS  DIVISION  — 1973 

A: 

Approximately  555  feet  of  3”  welded  steel  (X-Tru  Coat)  pipe 
was  installed  along  East  Grove  St.  from  the  Shaw  Varnish  Works  to 
the  west  side  of  the  new  elementary  school  driveway  entrance.  The 
new  main  allowed  1976  feet  of  old  L.P.  cast  iron  main  to  be  retired. 
The  cast  iron  main  had  developed  joint  leakage  in  several  areas. 

B: 

295  feet  of  2”  (X-Tru  Coat)  pipe  was  installed  on  Adams  Drive  to 
serve  a  new  condominium  complex  with  H.P.  gas. 

C: 

Consistent  with  Gas  Industry  policy  of  preventive  maintenance, 
21  gas  services  were  partially  replaced  and  12  inactive  gas  services 
were  de-pressurized  and  severed  at  the  main.  These  programs  are 
in  line  with  federal  regulations  for  gas  system  safety  and  are  an 
effective  means  of  minimizing  gas  leakage  and  maintaining  a  high 
degree  of  safety  and  reliability. 

D: 

Using  the  newly  purchased  Heath  Detecto  Pack  II  leak 
detector,  three  separate  comprehensive  leakage  surveys  were 
conducted  during  the  year.  This  new  equipment,  which  operates  on 
the  principle  of  flame  ionization,  is  exceptionally  accurate  in 
detecting  “hard  to  find”  gas  leaks.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  all  leaks 
uncovered  during  the  three  surveys  had  been  repaired. 

E: 

A  new  model  JD-500C  John  Deere  Backhoe  was  purchased  to 
replace  the  present  seven-year -old  Wain-Roy  model.  A  low-bed 
trailer  was  also  purchased  so  that  the  backhoe  could  be  moved 
swiftly  and  easily  to  all  parts  of  our  greatly  expanded  system.

ELECTRIC  DIVISION 


A: 

Patsy  Inglese  retired  in  December  1973  after  working  as 
Electric  Station  Operator  since  1956.  Patsy  will  be  missed  by  his 
fellow  employees  and  by  the  Department. 

B: 

The  acquisition  and  clearing  of  an  additional  100  foot  Right  of 
Way,  adjacent  to  and  on  the  easterly  side  of  the  existing  electric  line 
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to  the  Brockton  Edison  Company  facilities,  has  been  completed. 
Along  this  area,  a  new  115,000  volt  line  has  been  built  and  has  been 
activated  from  the  Taunton  River  at  Bridgewater  to  the  Electric 
Station  at  Wareham  St.  at  14,000  volts.  This  gives  Middleboro  two 
separate  supply  lines  from  the  Brockton  Edison  Co. 

C: 

A  new  Regulating  Substation  &  Cross-switching  arrangement 
has  been  designed  and  built  by  our  own  personnel  at  the  Wareham 
St.  Substation.  This,  in  addition  to  smoothing  out  the  received 
power,  permits  Brockton  Edison  Power  to  be  received  via  either  or 
both  lines.  Normally,  the  newly  built  line  supplies  most  of  Lakeville, 
the  Ocean  Spray  Co.,  part  of  E.  Grove  St.  and  the  re-activated 
TREMONT  LINE  to  South  Middleboro.  The  Old  Brockton  Edison 
line  normally  supplies  North  Middleboro,  Kelsey  Ferguson 
Brickyard  and  East  Middleboro. 

D: 

Rebuilding  of  the  3-phase  lines  along  E.  Grove  St.  with  556  MCM 
Aluminum  conductors  has  been  completed  to  Cherry  St.  to  permit 
supplying  larger  3-phase  loads  with  14,000  volt  Brockton  Edison 
power.  The  loads  include  the  new  High  School,  Condominiums,  etc. 

E: 

A  bank  of  three  (100  KVA  each)  transformers  was  installed  at 
Everett  Square  on  our  new  120-208  volt  Underground  system.  The 
bank  replaces  old  and  inadequate  units  and  will  permit  new  ad¬ 
ditions  of  electric  loads. 

F: 

The  rebuilding  and  reactivation  of  the  old  “Plymouth  High 
Tension  Line”  has  been  continued  to  supply  numerous  new 
customers  in  the  East  Middleboro  area.  The  line  is  now  alive  from 
Wall  St.  to  Short  St. 

G: 

The  rebuilding  and  reactivation  of  the  old  “Tremont  High 
Tension  Line”  has  been  continued  so  that  the  line  is  now  alive  with 
14,000  volt  power  from  the  Electric  Station  at  Wareham  St.  to  Hell’s 
Blazes  Restaurant  near  the  Rochester  Town  Line. 

H: 

A  self-regulating  substation  (SRT)  of  1500  KVA  has  been  built  at 
the  intersection  of  Pine  St.  and  Wareham  St.  This  is  fed  with  14,000 
volt  Brockton  Edison  power  via  a  newly  installed  line  extension 
along  Pine  St.  from  the  reactivated  “Tremont  Line.”  The  SRT 
Station  will  relieve  over-loaded  conditions  at  the  further  end  of 
South  Middleboro.  It  changes  14,000  volt  Brockton  Edison  Power  to 
the  4160  volt  power  required  in  the  area  and  also  smooths  out  the 
fluctuations  in  voltage. 

i  • 

*  Approximately  1500  ft.  of  three-phase  line  extension  was  built 
along  Wood  St.  to  supply  the  enlarged  Byrnes  Gravel  operation  with 
14,000  volt,  3-phase  power. 
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J: 

A  three-phase  line  extension  was  built  along  Bedford  St., 
Lakeville  to  supply  the  Barnstable  County  Supply  Lumber 
operation,  approximately  4000  ft. 

K: 

To  supply  rapidly  developing  outlying  areas  with  electricity, 
about  8000  feet  of  3-phase  (336  MCM  aluminum)  line  was  built  along 
Rocky  Meadow  St.  from  the  re-activated  “Plymouth  Line”  to 
Purchase  St. 

L: 

There  were  approximately  10  3-phase  power  banks  and  larger 
single  phase  transformers  installed  for  customers  whose  demands 
for  electric  power  are  increasing. 

M: 

Street  Lighting  improvements  continue  to  be  made  in  line  with 
trends  of  installing  longer  lasting  Mercury  lamps  to  replace  in¬ 
candescent  types.  Added  lighting  was  installed  in  some  areas. 

N: 

Larger  wires  were  installed  in  numerous  areas  as  summarized 
under  “Wire  Installations”  in  this  report. 

O: 

As  participants  in  the  Regional  Power  Supply  Program,  we  are 
now  buying  about  10  percent  of  our  Electric  Power  requirements 
from : 

Maine  Yankee  Nuclear.

GAS  BUSINESS: 

1:  For  the  first  time  in  three  decades,  gas  sales  to  customers 
declined  by  8  percent.  This  was  as  a  result  of  a  number  of  reasons, 
including: 

a:  1973,  with  5295  degree  days,  was  nearly  15  percent  milder 
than  a  Normal  Year. 

b:  Conservation  efforts  by  our  customers,  as  a  result  of  the 
Energy  Crisis,  reduced  sales  in  November  and  December  by  from  6 
percent  to  10  percent  of  anticipated  sales. 

c:  A  Moratorium  on  accepting  new  gas  customers  or  allowing 
expanded  usage  by  existing  customers  was  implemented  by  order 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  November  8.  This  was  due  to  a  Severe 
Nationwide  Shortage  of  gas,  oil,  electricity,  etc. 

2:  While  reduced  sales  have  contributed  to  the  decline  in  profits, 
we  were  able  to  weather  the  winter  energy  crisis  in  spite  of  the 
curtailed  wholesale  supply  of  gas  to  Middleboro.  Our  supplier,  the 
Algonquin  Gas  Transmission  Company,  by  order  of  the  Federal 
Power  Commission,  went  on  End-Use  Curtailment  rather  than  the 
previously  used  Pro-Rata  Plan.  The  new  plan  allocates  interstate 
shipments  of  pipeline  gas  in  accordance  with  the  priority  of  its 
“final  disposition”  (customer  use).  The  result  has  been  a  reduction 
of  the  average  curtailment  level  from  17  percent  to  10  percent.  The 
Algonquin  Co.  also  placed  their  new  Synthetic  Natural  Gas  (SNG) 
Plant  into  operation  in  Freetown  at  partial  capacity  (about  50 
percent). 

ELECTRIC  BUSINESS: 

1:  1973  marks  a  record  year  of  vital  expansion  for  the  Electric 
Division.  Over  $700,000  was  spent  in  new  capital  facilities  with  most 
of  this  spent  for  a  newly  completed  115,000  volt  transmission  line 
from  the  Electric  Plant  on  Wareham  St.  to  the  Brockton  Edison 
Facilities  at  the  Taunton  River.  The  bulk  money  came  from  our 
Depreciation  Fund,  which  some  years  earlier  had  been  as  high  as 
$1 ,000,000  and  now  has  dipped  to  about  $250,000  by  years  end. 

2:  Despite  this  record  expenditure,  1974  shapes  up  to  be  an  even 
bigger  year  with  regard  to  capital  outlay.  Over  $1  million  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  needed  most  of  which  is  earmarked  for  a  115,000  volt 
substation,  switchgear,  etc.  This  important  project  will  not  only 
allow  us  to  maintain  an  adequate  and  reliable  power  supply  to 
satisfy  increasing  demands,  but  will  permit  us  to  buy  wholesale 
power  at  a  lower  price  than  otherwise  would  be  possible. 
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3:  During  the  year,  new  contracts  for  power  supply  were  signed 
with  Brockton  Edison  Co.  and  the  City  of  Taunton.  The  new 
Brockton  Contract  calls  for  deliveries  of  power  at  115,000  volts  when 
our  substation  is  completed  in  late  1974.  Under  the  new  two-year 
Taunton  contract,  Taunton  will  supply  about  40  percent  of  our 
requirements  (vs.  60  percent  in  the  past).  Supply  from  two  sources 
affords  a  certain  measure  of  reliability  and  flexibility  not  available 
with  a  single  supplier.  Power  from  one  supplier  can  be  used  to 
reduce  or  eliminate  an  outage  resulting  from  failure  of  the  second 
supply  source. 

GENERAL 

As  predicted  in  last  year’s  report,  profits  from  operations 
declined  sharply.  This  was  as  a  result  of  a  return  to  a  more  nor¬ 
malized  billing  time  cycle,  as  well  as  increased  costs  due  to  inflation 
and  the  higher  cost  of  wholesale  power  and  gas  from  our  suppliers. 
On  December  1,  moderate  rate  increases  for  gas  and  electricity 
were  placed  into  effect  to  partially  offset  these  increased  costs.  This 
is  consistent  with  numerous  nation-wide  increases  by  other  utilities, 
some  of  which  have  been  raising  rates  each  year  for  the  past  few 
years. 

Last  year  and  the  upcoming  year  can  be  seen  as  years  of  ad¬ 
justment  with  many  new  problems  as  the  Utility  business  becomes 
increasingly  complex.  Nevertheless,  with  the  continued  cooperation 
of  the  Electric  Light  Commissioners  (Selectmen)  and  our  em¬ 
ployees,  we  expect  that  the  Gas  &  Electric  Department  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  provide  reliable  service  at  reasonable  rates,  so  that  the 
Town  will  receive  maximum  benefits  from  its  operation.

Conclusion 


The  304th  year  of  the  incorporation  of  the  Town  of  Mid- 
dleborough  has  past  and  is  now  a  matter  for  the  History  Books. 

Since  collective  bargaining  has  become  a  routine  part  of  em¬ 
ployee  relations  and  with  the  passage  of  Chapter  1078  of  the  Acts  of 
1973,  bargaining  will  become  more  time  consuming  in  the  future. 
During  the  1973  Bargaining  Session,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  granted 
a  so-called  4  and  2  work  week. 

The  4  and  2  work  week  means  specifically  that  the  officers  of  the 
department  work  4  days  and  have  2  days  off.  This  scheduled  in 
essence  gave  each  officer  an  additional  17  days  off  during  the  year. 
What  this  means  to  the  department  is  510  man  days  which  must  be 
filled  to  maintain  the  same  coverage  as  the  year  before.  In  essence 
it  is  the  same  as  taking  away  or  eliminating  2l/2  officers  from  the 
department. 

For  several  years  I  have  been  discussing,  and  for  the  past  3 
years,  I  have  budgeted  funds  for  the  position  of  Police  Lieutenant.  I 
felt  it  became  a  necessity  for  a  higher  level  additional  supervisor  to 
act  as  a  second  in  command.  I  wish  to  personally  thank  those  voters 
at  the  Town  Meeting  who  supported  my  efforts  to  make  this  position 
a  reality.  Even  though  approved  at  the  March  Town  Meeting,  we 
are  still  awaiting  the  results  of  a  Civil  Service  examination  held  on 
December  15,  1973.  We  will  be  lucky  if  a  list  is  established  prior  to 
the  1974  Town  Meeting. 

The  Police  Incentive  Pay  Program  as  approved  by  the  voters  at 
the  March  1971  Town  Meeting  has  received  a  considerable  amount 
of  criticism  since  the  State  Government  has  failed  to  reimburse  the 
local  community  for  the  50  percent  as  required  in  Chapter  835  of  the 
Acts  of  1970.  I  point  out  the  act  was  designed  to  create  an  incentive 
for  Police  Officers  to  seek  a  higher  education. 

True  the  Incentive  Pay  Program  provides  a  percentage  in¬ 
crease  in  salary  for  each  officer  on  an  increasing  basis,  depending 
on  the  number  of  credit  hours  completed.  In  1971  when  the  town 
accepted  the  provisions  of  Chapter  835,  there  were  5  officers  at¬ 
tending  a  school  of  higher  education.  In  1973  there  were  21  of  the  31 
officers  attending  various  colleges  in  the  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  area.  I  personally  believe  in  the  program  since  this 
is  but  one  step  on  the  ladder  to  make  our  Police  Department  a  true 
professional  organization.  Education  and  training  each  year 
becomes  an  integral  part  of  being  a  Police  Officer. 
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In  1973  as  in  the  past,  we  have  taken  advantage  of  routine  and 
specialized  police  training  which  has  become  offered.  Four  officers 
attended  the  required  10  weeks  so-called  Recruit  Training  at  the 
Local  Officers  Training  Session  at  the  Massachusetts  State  Police 
Academy.  Unfortunately  relatively  few  courses  were  offered  in 
specialized  areas  during  the  year. 

During  the  year,  our  police  vehicles  travelled  a  total  of  377,252 
miles.  Even  with  the  actual  reduction  of  2l/2  men,  there  was  a  slight 
increase  in  miles  covered  over  the  preceeding  year.  With  the  in¬ 
creased  pollution  devices  on  all  motor  vehicles,  we  are  no  exception 
in  noting^reduction  of  gasoline  mileage. 

Regretfully  I  note  an  increase  in  the  number  of  breaking  and 
entering  cases  in  1973,  although  there  were  less  such  situations  than 
in  1971.  Those  individuals  who  note  suspicious  situations  and  report 
them  to  the  department  should  be  congratulated;  for  no  matter  how 
many  patrols  we  have,  we  must  have  the  assistance  of  the  ordinary 
citizen.  Thank  God  for  the  often  referred  to  “nosey  neighbor,”  I’ll 
take  all  I  can  get. 

For  the  past  3  years,  the  citizens  have  authorized  the  necessary 
funds  for  me  to  attend  the  International  Police  Chiefs  Association 
Meeting.  I  can  assure  you  I  have  attended  all  the  work  shops,  lec¬ 
ture  sessions,  and  meetings  which  would  have  a  bearing  on  a 
community  such  as  Middleborough.  The  opportunity  to  converse 
with  individuals  doing  the  same  job  in  other  areas  of  the  country  is 
invaluable,  not  to  mention  the  opportunity  to  observe  and  evaluate 
the  latest  equipment  being  used  in  the  field.  I  personally  feel  the 
time  and  money  expended  is  well  worth  the  knowledge  and  ex¬ 
perience  gained. 

I  have  formed  within  the  Police  Department  a  Division  of  three 
officers  called  an  Internal  Affairs  Division.  At  present  2  Sergeants 
and  1  patrolman  make  up  the  Division.  When  the  Lieutenant’s 
position  is  filled,  he  will  become  the  senior  officer.  These  officers 
are  assigned  to  investigate  and  report  directly  to  the  office  of  the 
Chief  of  Police  all  complaints  which  involved  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment. 

Much  notoriety  was  given  by  the  news  media  of  grievances 
which  had  been  filed  by  the  Police  Association.  The  right  to  file  a 
grievance  has  been  granted  through  the  contract.  I  feel,  if  properly 
handled,  whether  against  myself  personally,  or  some  facet  of  the 
working  conditions,  the  grievance  procedure  can  be  and  should  be 
the  best  way  to  clear  the  air  and  rectify  inequities  which  might 
exist. 

With  the  energy  crises,  we  made  several  changes  in  the  heating 
system  in  the  Court  and  Police  Building  which  hopefully  will  reduce 
the  natural  gas  usage  for  the  remainder  of  the  heating  season. 

During  the  early  fall,  for  the  second  time  in  the  six  years  I  have 
been  Chief  of  Police,  we  experienced  a  flood  in  the  basement  area  of 
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the  Police  Station.  There  was  no  way  to  keep  the  water  from  coming 
in,  but  co-operation  of  the  Fire,  Water,  and  Highway  Departments 
during  this  emergency  is  noteworthy  at  this  time.  Unfortunately  the 
water  came  in  so  fast,  the  officers  at  the  Station  were  unable  to  get 
one  of  the  cruisers  out  of  the  garage  area ;  fortunately  this  vehicle 
sustained  minimal  water  damage  and  was  covered  by  insurance. 
Due  to  the  alertness  of  the  officers  present  in  the  Station,  many 
dollars  worth  of  equipment  were  saved  from  serious  damage. 

Funds  were  appropriated  to  remodel  the  Ladies’  Public  Rest 
Room  facility,  which  was  in  deplorable  condition.  This  renovation 
has  recently  been  accomplished,  or  I  should  say  it  has  been  So 
percent  completed.  I  am  sorry  to  report  after  every  fixture,  par¬ 
tition,  etc.  were  replaced  less  than  2  months  ago,  already  there  has 
been  considerable  damage  done.  It  is  too  bad  some  people  have  to 
abuse  what  tax  payers  provide  in  an  effort  to  make  pleasant  one’s 
emergency  stop. 

Two  officers  are  presently  assigned  to  work  in  plain  or  civilian 
clothing  as  Detectives.  Though  they  are  a  separate  unit  within  the 
Police  Department,  the  two  officers,  with  the  assistance  and  co¬ 
operation  of  the  uniformed  officers,  recovered  more  dollars  worth 
of  stolen  or  misappropriated  property  than  their  salary  for  the  past 
12  months. 

I  have  attempted  through  the  co-operation  of  the  officers,  as 
well  as  the  citizens,  to  make  the  Police  Department  a  segment  of 
Town  Government  we  all  can  be  proud  of.  I  feel  there  is  a  continuing 
need  for  additional  personnel  and  equipment.  The  addition  of 
specialized  personnel,  such  as  the  use  of  non-uniformed  officers,  has 
proven  what  can  be  accomplished,  given  the  where  with  all  to  do  it. 

It  is  difficult  to  single  out  individuals,  organizations,  depart¬ 
ments,  or  what  have  you  to  give  special  mention.  To  conduct  a 
business  as  large  as  Town  Government  today,  there  must  be  a  spirit 
of  co-operation  among  all  departments  and  individuals  which  make 
up  the  various  departments.  To  all  who  assist  or  have  reason  to 
come  in  contact  with  the  Police  Department,  may  I  offer  my  per¬ 
sonal  thanks. 

During  1973  through  an  agreement  worked  out  with  the  Town  of 
Lakeville,  we  instituted  a  dispatcher  at  the  Police  Department.  The 
work  load  for  the  desk  officer  has  become  more  than  one  man  can 
handle.  To  fill  the  position  we  hired  Stephen  Verhaegen  known  to  all 
as  “Steve.”  Steve  became  an  instant  resident  of  the  Town  and  has 
been  an  asset  to  the  department. 

Several  weeks  of  planning  by  Town  Officials  and  the  Telephone 
Company  went  into  the  newest  addition  to  the  Town’s  emergency 
service.  In  June  the  911  system  went  into  operation  and  affords  the 
Town’s  citizens,  in  cases  of  emergency,  to  reach  the  Police  or  Fire 
Departments  by  simply  dialing  the  three  digit  number  911.  Since  the 
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service  is  available,  we  emphasize  in  case  of  emergency,  dial  911. 

In  closing,  to  all  the  employees  of  the  Department,  civilians  and 
uniformed  personnel  alike,  my  personal  thanks  for  a  job  well  done.

All  inspections  of  buildings,  nursing  homes,  hospitals  and  oil 
burners  have  been  made  as  required  by  law. 

The  Fire  Department  started  their  48  hour  work  week  in  April, 
1973. 

A  second  portable  walkie-talkie  was  added  to  the  department, 
also  the  911  emergency  telephone  was  put  in  operation. 

Middleborough  is  now  the  second  town  in  the  area  to  use  4  inch 
hose.  Over  1,000  feet  was  purchased  and  put  in  service.  This  will 
allow  for  a  better  water  supply  at  fires  and  a  more  efficient  mutual 
aid  program  between  Lakeville  and  Middleborough. 

Four  firefighters  attended  Massasoit  Community  College. 

A  new  1,000  gallon  per  minute  Maxim  pumper  was  delivered  in 
March  that  was  ordered  in  1972. 

The  fire  alarm  system  was  extended  to  the  end  of  Forest  Street, 
Williams  project,  East  Main  Street,  Acorn  Street  to  Rainbow  Circle 
and  Pine  Tree  Drive.  Five  new  fire  alar  m  boxes  have  been  installed. 

All  apparatus  has  been  converted  to  second  channel  which  will 
allow  for  better  communications. 

The  used  ladder  truck  from  the  G.  &  E.  department  was  given  to 
the  Fire  Department.  This  will  be  used  for  fire  alarm  work. 

Engine  No.  2,  a  1946  Maxim  should  be  replaced.  This  pumper 
was  converted  from  a  ladder  truck  and  is  now  28  years  old. 

Much  thought  should  be  given  to  updating  the  equipment  of  the 
Fire  Dept.  Engine  1  is  new  in  1973,  Engine  2  is  28  years  old,  Engine  3 
is  13  years  old,  Engine  4  is  20  years  old  and  the  Aerial  is  19  years  old. 

If  and  when  the  voters  of  Middleborough  decide  to  build  a 
station  in  North  or  East  Middleborough  the  cost  will  be  higher  to 
outfit  these  areas  with  apparatus. 

There  was  an  increase  in  calls  over  1972  of  126  calls.

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Report  of  the  Civil  Defense  Director 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  year  of  1973  was  kind  to  us  as  far  as  weather  and  the  forces 
of  nature  were  concerned.  There  were  no  violent  storms  or  weather 
patterns  of  any  consequences  up  until  the  month  of  December. 
While  we  did  not  have  any  snow  in  December,  we  received  more 
than  seven  inches  of  rain,  over  four  inches  fell  on  the  Sixteenth  and 
Seventeenth,  causing  the  flooding  of  several  cellars  and  other  water 
problems  in  the  low-lying  areas. 

The  only  other  natural  phenomenon  worthy  of  note  was  a  minor 
earth  tremor  on  February  3rd  at  12:45  P.M.  Dishes  and  windows 
rattled,  but  no  damage  was  reported. 

The  training  program  for  the  Auxiliary  Police  consisted  of  a 
First  Aid  course  and  a  period  of  weekly  weapons  handling  and 
target  practice  sessions  in  the  Fall.  Again,  the  Auxiliary  Police 
must  be  given  praise  for  the  time  and  effort  they  put  in  aiding  the 
regular  Police  Department.  They  assisted  in  finding  two  lost 
children  and  performed  several  other  noteable  acts  of  which  they 
didn’t  receive  any  publicity. 

Because  of  ill  health,  Wilbur  Hatch  was  forced  to  resign  as  their 
Captain.  We  owe  him  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  the  time  he  served  in 
that  capacity.  Sargeant  Raymond  Bois  was  promoted  to  the  post  of 
Captain  to  replace  him. 

(The  Auxiliary  Police  Report  appears  in  another  section  of  this 
Annual  Report.) 

In  November  there  was  a  series  of  articles  in  the  Boston  Herald- 
American  newspaper  quite  uncomplimentary  to  Civil  Defense. 
While  the  threat  of  nuclear  warfare  isn’t  apparent  at  present  and 
our  attempts  to  maintain  shelters  to  survive  them  seems  foolish,  the 
fact  remains  that  legislation  at  both  the  Federal  and  State  levels 
was  enacted  to  establish  the  Civil  Defense  Agency  mainly  for  that 
purpose.  No  doubt,  at  least  at  the  State  level,  Civil  Defense  should 
be  reorganized,  probably  most  effectively  as  a  civilian  arm  of  the 
National  Guard.  Meanwhile,  our  survival  shelter  supplies  continue 
to  deteriorate,  as  they  have  not  been  replaced  since  1958.  These 
supplies  were  furnished  by  the  Federal  Government,  but  in  recent 
years  there  have  been  no  Federal  funds  to  replace  them. 

To  date, our  attempts  to  acquire  heavy  construction  equipment 
for  our  Town  through  the  Surplus  Property  Program  have  been 
fruitless.  We  have  been  told  that  the  equipment  is  needed  to  rebuild 
South  Vietnam  and  Laos.  Surplus  equipment  in  Europe  is  being 
detained  there  for  lack  of  cargo  shipping  space. 

However,  our  Town  has  done  pretty  well  in  the  past  year  at  the 
Surplus  Property  sales  at  the  Taunton  Depot.  Middleborough  Town 
Departments  have  purchased  $25,800.00  worth  of  supplies  at  a  cost 
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of  $1,138.00  to  us.  These  consisted  of  electrical  transformers,  power 
distribution  components,  small  power  tools,  drills,  paint  and  even 
nuts  and  bolts.  The  savings  realized  at  these  sales  are  passed  on  to 
the  taxpayers  in  the  form  of  smaller  budget  requirements  for  the 
departments  making  the  purchases. 

While  warfare  and  violent  weather  didn’t  disturb  us  in  1973,  we 
still  had  the  frustrating  problem  of  vandalism  and  the  utter  con¬ 
tempt  for  property,  both  Town  and  privately  owned. 

Oliver  Mill  Park  is  being  destroyed  faster  than  it  can  be 
restored  and  almost  any  night  when  the  weather  is  sufficiently 
warm,  the  Town  Hall  lawn  looks  like  an  ancient  Roman  orgy  scene. 

We  attend  Town  meetings  and  vote  for  additional  By-Laws  to 
prohibit  every  form  of  littering,  loitering  and  liquoring.  All  in  vain. 

Month  after  month  familiar  names  appear  in  the  Courthouse 
news  column  for  continuances  of  their  cases.  Probation  and  release 
on  bail  doesn’t  prevent  additional  offenses  and  more  continuances 

Does  it  seem  just  or  equitable  that  besides  paying  for  the 
damage  and  the  Police  Department  budget,  the  taxpayers  have  an 
additional  assessment  for  Public  Defenders  who  are  provided  for 
some  of  the  offenders?  No  wonder  Justice  is  represented  by  a 
blindfolded  figure  holding  a  balance  scale.  Think  about  it!

Gentlemen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  fourteenth  annual  report  for  the 
Department  of  Weights  and  Measures  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1973. 

During  1973,  a  total  of  529  weighing  and  measuring  devices  were 
inspected.  Of  this  number  29  were  found  to  be  out  of  tolerance  and 
after  adjustment  24  devices  were  sealed.  Five  devices,  determined 
to  be  worn  out,  were  condemned  and  ordered  removed  from  service. 

In  addition  to  the  working  time  involved  in  device  testing  it  is 
necessary  to  maintain  an  effective  package  reweighing  program  to 
insure  that  the  consumer  gets  what  is  being  paid  for,  at  least  as  far 
as  net  weight  is  concerned. 

Data  from  the  Division  of  Standards  indicates  that  the  sale  of 
meat,  poultry  and  fish  account  for  36  percent  of  the  food  dollar.  The 
sale  of  fruit  and  vegetables  adds  17  percent  to  the  total.  It  is  readily 
apparent  that  variations  in  weight  will  have  significant  money 
values  adversely  affecting  the  interests  of  either  the  buyer  or  seller. 

In  today’s  market  with  the  prospect  of  even  higher  prices  and 
curtailment  of  supplies  it  is  obvious  that  irregularities  in  weighing 
or  packaging  practice  may  develop.  In  an  effort  to  protect  the 
consumer  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  package 
reweighings  were  made  during  1973. 

Sealing  fees  totaling  $926.90  were  collected  and  turned  in  to  the 
Town  Treasurer.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 


To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Middleborough 

The  Planning  Board,  with  the  assistance  of  the  citizens  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  adopted  a  rural  residence  district  and 
enlarged  the  minimum  lot  size  requirement  in  all  districts. 

Due  to  the  increase  of  lot  sizes,  many  subdividers  and  land 
developers  filed  subdivision  plans  for  the  Planning  Board's  ap¬ 
proval  under  the  old  zoning  requirements  before  the  new  zoning  by¬ 
laws  became  effective.  The  following  is  an  account  of  the  lots  which 
have  been  approved  during  the  1973  year: 

Form  “A”  (Lots  on  existing  town  accepted  streets)  Number  of 
Lots:  268. 

Form  “C”  (Completely  new  or  proposed  streets). 

A  total  of  four  new  subdivisions  were  approved,  with  a  total 
number  of  lots  amounting  to  42. 

During  the  Special  Town  Meeting  in  November,  the  Planning 
Board  failed  in  its  efforts  to  control  the  growth  of  multi-family 
dwellings  by  establishing  a  special  permit  section  to  be  ad¬ 
ministered  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals.  We  also  failed  in  our 
attempt  to  re-zoning  the  three  spot-zoning  General  Use  Areas  to 
comply  with  the  surrounding  Residence  Districts. 

The  goals  that  we  look  forward  to  accomplishing  in  1974  are: 
Cluster  Zoning  for  multi-family  development  and  possibly  a  Duplex 
Residential  Area.

Veterans’  Services  Department 


Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
Middleborough,  Massachusetts 

Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Department  of 
Veterans’  Services. 

Our  budget  figure  of  $202,995.00  represents  a  period  of  the  past 
18  months,  necessitated  by  placing  this  agency,  as  well  as  others,  on 
a  fiscal  year  setting,  rather  than  the  traditional  calendar  year.  We 
are  requesting  $150,000.00  for  the  coming  July  1,  1974-June  30,  1975 
budget.  Fifty  per-cent  of  these  amounts  are  returned  to  the  town 
through  State  reimbursements. 

The  past  18  months  have  proven  to  be  the  most  hectic  yet  and 
my  deepest  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  same  people  who  year 
after  year  help  so  much  to  ease  the  burdens  of  our  office.  Locally, 
they  are  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Town  Manager  Anders  Martenson 
and  his  staff,  Town  Clerk  Ruth  Caswell  and  her  aides,  Mrs.  Alice 
Smith,  Secretary,  my  wife,  Marian  and  others  too  numerous  to 
mention. 

Valuable  assistance  on  the  State  level  has  been  provided  by 
State  Representative  Peter  Y.  Flynn. 

Our  thanks  also  goes  to  the  local  papers,  the  Middleborough 
Gazette,  the  Brockton  Enterprise  and  the  New  Bedford  Standard 
Times,  for  publishing  important  information  released  from  the 
Veterans’  Administration  office  in  Providence,  Rhode  Island. 

Regular  attendance  at  regional  meetings  and  seminars  also 
proves  to  be  a  valuable  source  of  up-to-date  awareness  of  what  is 
going  on  in  this  constantly  changing  area  as  we  exchange  in¬ 
formation  and  experiences  with  V.A.  representatives,  statesmen, 
Social  Security  employees  and  other  Veterans’  Agents. 

Drop  into  our  office  and  find  out  what  is  new  in  the  way  of 
veteran  benefits. 

Did  you  know  that  there  is  going  to  be  a  cost-of-living  increase 
ranging  between  8  per  cent  and  13.6  per  cent  for  veterans’  education 
expenses,  pensions  and  several  matters  affecting  disabled  veterans 
and  survivors  of  deceased  veterans? 

How  about  variations  of  the  standard  8  year  eligibility  for  G.I. 
Bill  training,  particularly  for  Post-Korean  veterans? 

Hope  you  know  that  May  31,  1974  is  the  cut-off  date  for  applying 
for  most  Post-Korean  benefits. 

There  is  new  legislation  concerning  education,  job  op-

portunities,  veterans’  preference,  Social  Security,  hospitalization, 
nursing  home  benefits  and  burial  expenses. 

Pensions  for  children  of  deceased  veterans  and  more  liberal 
hospital  assistance  for  veterans,  age  65  and  over,  are  now  available. 

G.  I.  home  loans  have  increased  at  a  pronounced  rate.  In¬ 
cidentally,  these  include  loans  to  purchase  mobile  homes,  as  well. 

Veterans  who  received  a  type  of  discharge  “other  than 

honorable,’’  due  to  drug  abuse  problems,  may  apply  for  a  discharge 
review. 

We  are  pleased  to  help  as  many  as  we  can,  but  occasionally 
there  comes  a  time  when  an  individual  must  be  informed  that  he  is 
not  eligible,  his  eligibility  has  ceased,  etc.  This  can  produce  a  bit  of 
a  storm,  but  in  the  interests  of  the  town  as  well  as  the  person,  such 
must  be  the  case. 

Those  who  wish  to  appeal  our  decision  are  free  to  contact  the 
Boston  central  office.  In  the  past  9  years  we  have  had  but  one 
decision  overturned  and  this  was  fought  as  high  as  the  Governor’s 
Council,  the  last  source  of  appeal. 

On  the  success  side,  we  have  obtained  federal  hospitalization, 
Service  and  non-Service  connected  disability  pensions,  widows’ 
pensions  for  many  persons  and  in  time  of  immediate  need,  provided 
food,  clothing,  fuel,  housing  and  medical  assistance  for  our 
recipients. 

Reimbursements  to  the  town  from  liens  placed  on  Workmen’s 
Compensation  checks,  automobile  accident  claim  settlements  and 
certain  real  estate  holdings  totalled  $3,600.00. 

A  new  program  called  Supplemental  Security  Income  (S.S.I.) 
has  been  signed  into  law  by  President  Nixon.  It  is  intended  to  aid  the 
aged,  blind  and  disabled.  Those  qualified  will  receive  total  medical 
expense  through  Medicaid.  This  is  certain  to  relieve  our  office  of  a 
considerable  expense,  a  fact  which  is  already  reflected  in  our  ex¬ 
pense  column.  However,  as  with  any  new  effort,  there  are  wrinkles 
which  must  be  ironed  out. 

Investigating  claims  and  qualifications  is  a  time-consuming 
task,  as  is  dashing  between  the  Welfare  Department,  Social 
Security,  academic  and  vocational  agencies,  medical,  phar¬ 
maceutical  and  psychiatric  sources,  job  placement  bureaus  (most 
important,  because  a  man  employed  is  a  man  off  the  assistance 
roll),  and  securing  housing  for  the  needy.  The  aforementioned 
Supplemental  Security  Income  program  has  proved  to  be  an 
economic  benefit,  but  a  procedural  headache. 

As  Burial  Agent  and  Keeper  of  the  Graves,  we  fulfill  another 
function  for  our  veterans  and  survivors. 

The  energy  crisis,  general  economic  crunch  and  resultant 
unemployment  situation  are  further  pressing  matters  which  occupy 
our  time  and  effort. 
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The  over-all  effect  of  this  has  been  that  “service”,  which  is  out 
title,  is  undeniably  suffering  and  so  are  our  recipients.  A  past  part- 
time  job  has  become  a  full-time  one  and  in  fairness  to  Mid- 
dleborough’s  military  returnees,  we  ask  that  the  position  of 
Veterans’  Agent  and  Director  be  recognized  as  such.

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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Entrance  Age: 

A  child  must  be  five  years  of  age  on  or  before  January  1  to  enter 
Kindergarten  the  previous  September.  There  can  be  no  exception  to 
this  ruling. 

Birth  Certificate: 

A  birth  certificate  issued  by  the  Town  or  City  Clerk’s  Office  in 
which  the  child  was  born  and  bearing  the  seal  of  that  Town  or  City  is 
required  for  entrance  to  Kindergarten. 

Immunizations: 

No  child  shall  be  allowed  to  enter  Kindergarten  without  a 
physician’s  certificate  showing  that  the  child  has  been  successfully 
immunized  against  diptheria,  whooping  cough,  tetanus,  measles, 
and  poliomyelitis,  unless  a  physician’s  statement  is  presented 
waiving  this  requirement  for  medical  reasons. 

No-School  Signals: 

Schools  will  be  closed  only  when  transportation  by  bus  is  judged 
unsafe  by  school  officials  and  school  bus  contractors,  but  it  is  the 
parents’  decision  whether  or  not  their  children  should  remain  at 
home. 

In  the  event  that  there  is  to  be  no  school  in  all  schools  all  day,  the 
“no-school”  signal  (Fire  Alarm  2-1-2)  will  be  sounded  at  6:30  a.m. 
only.  If  there  is  to  be  no  school  in  Grades  K-6  only,  the  signal  will  be 
sounded  at  7:30  a.m. 

If  school  is  to  be  called  off  in  elementary  schools  for  the  af¬ 
ternoon  session  the  signal  will  be  sounded  at  11:00  a.m. 

If  the  “no  school”  signal  is  sounded  on  days  when  Evening 
School  Classes  are  to  be  held,  these  classes  will  be  cancelled  also. 

Announcements  for  “no  school”  will  be  broadcast  over  radio 
stations  WBET,  (Brockton)  WPLM,  (Plymouth)  WPEP,  (Taunton) 
and  WEEI,  (Boston).  However,  parents  and  pupils  should  listen  for 
the  local  fire  alarm  signal. 

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

As  required  by  Sections  3  and  4  of  Chapter  72  of  General  Laws 
and  in  accordance  with  the  policy  of  the  Middleborough  School 
Committee,  I  herewith  submit  my  sixth  Annual  Report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  The  new  addition  to  the  Burkland- 
Mayflower  Schools  is  95  per  cent  complete  and  we  expect  to  move 
our  fourth  grades  into  it  in  September.  The  swimming  pool  will  be 
opened  as  soon  as  practicable  and  we  look  forward  to  years  of  ser¬ 
vice  from  this  entire  complex.  My  thanks  to  Mr.  Richard  B.  Wilmot, 
Chairman,  and  his  fine  Elementary  School  Building  Committee, 
and  to  Mr.  John  W.  Scanlon,  Chairman,  and  his  High  School 
Building  Committee,  which  is  winding  down  to  final  completion  of 
our  grand  new  High  School. 

In  keeping  with  the  policy  of  the  School  Committee,  which  is  to 
keep  our  younger  children  as  close  to  their  homes  as  possible,  the 
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Green  School  was  renovated  this  summer  for  use  as  a  kinderschool 
by  the  East  Middleboro  children.  The  renovation  of  the  School 
Street  School,  which  has  been  spread  over  five  years,  has  been 
completed,  and  the  Flora  M.  Clark  School  basement  was  refur¬ 
bished  this  past  summer.  We  are  well  on  the  way  toward  achieving  a 
systematic,  programmed  maintenance  schedule  for  our  14  schools. 

Our  new  report  card  system  for  elementary  children  is  now 
comparable  from  Grades  K  -  6.  This  coupled  with  more  frequent 
parent-teacher  conferences  will,  we  expect,  enable  each  child  to 
progress  at  his  own  rate  with  greatest  home-school  cooperation  and 
understanding. 

The  Junior  High  School’s  innovative  six-day  schedule,  instituted 
by  Mr.  Lindsay  and  his  staff,  has  allowed  us  to  individualize  a 
learning  program  for  all  students  and  provide  better  offerings, 
including  developmental  reading,  occupational  awareness,  earth 
science,  space  science,  weather,  drugs  and  photography. 

Middleborough  High  School  was  accredited  this  past  year  for 
the  next  five  years  with  a  continuance  for  another  five  years  without 
formal  evaluation  providing  specified  changes  are  made.  These 
changes  are  being  accomplished  and  the  High  School  now  offers 
Amerindians,  Piano  Keyboard,  Calligraphy,  Search  for  Self,  Slide 
Rule,  Fundamentals  of  Carpentry,  Bachelor  Skills  and  In¬ 
ternational  Foods,  Black  Literature,  Journalism,  Program  Service 
Assistantships  in  the  Audio-Visual  Department  and  Library,  and  Off 
Campus  Occupational  Education  —  Cosmetology  —  whereby  seven 
of  our  girls  will  be  trained  on  school  time  to  be  beauticians.  The 
Middleborough  High  School  Reading  Lab  is  operating  at  full 
capacity  on  a  tri-dimentional  level,  with  advanced  readers  im¬ 
proving  comprehension  skills  and  speed,  the  average  readers 
focusing  on  building  vocabulary  and  general  comprehension  skills, 
while  less  proficient  readers  receive  individual  and  group  in¬ 
struction  in  improvement  of  basic  reading.  Mrs.  Marie  O’Brien  says 
in  her  annual  report  to  me: 

“As  a  note  of  interest  I  might  add  that  while  the  Reading 
Laboratory  Program  has  a  contribution  to  make  to  the  reading 
development  of  any  secondary  student,  in  every  way  it  com¬ 
plements  the  work  already  accomplished  by  our  Middleborough 
School  System  Reading  Program  on  the  lower  levels.  Most  of  the 
more  serious  remedial  work  that  we  are  doing  at  the  High  School 
involves  students  who  have  transferred  into  our  school  system 
within  the  last  four  years.  I  am  not  including  students  with  general 
learning  disabilities  but  average  students  who  read  poorly.  The 
statistics  I  have  compiled  concerning  this  matter  are  a  real  tribute 
to  the  work  the  Middleborough  School  System  has  accomplished  in 
the  past  in  the  field  of  reading.” 

Mr.  Johnson,  in  his  report  concludes  by  saying,  “The  condition 
of  the  building  (M.H.S.)  is  excellent  and  the  attitudes  of  the  students 
exemplary.  These  results  can  onlv  be  attributed  to  a  fine,  service 
prone  faculty  and  staff.”  I  might  add  also,  thanks  to  a  fine  student 
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body  and  administration. 

Our  In-Service  program  for  teachers  continued  this  year  with 
offerings  in  Elementary  Art,  the  Preparation  of  Audio-Visual 
Materials,  Reading  on  the  Secondary  Level  and  Drugs;  Dr.  George 
R.  Ladd  of  Boston  College  presented  a  two-week  graduate  credit 
workshop  at  Middleborough  High  School  this  past  summer.  My 
thanks  to  the  Professional  Services  Committee  for  coordinating  the 
In-Service  Workshops  and  to  those  who  presented  them:  Mrs. 
Regina  Calvey  and  Binney  and  Smith  in  Art;  Mr.  McAfee  in  Audio- 
Visual;  Mrs.  Wilrene  Card  in  Reading;  and  Marie  and  Stuart 
O’Brien  in  Drugs.  Our  thanks  also  to  the  many,  many  staff  mem¬ 
bers  who  constantly  update  their  professionalism  in  order  that  our 
pupils  might  benefit  from  the  best  instructional  methods. 

Physical  Education  continues  to  be  an  integral  part  of  our  entire 
educational  program.  Curriculum  includes  rhythms,  gymnastics, 
individual  and  dual  activities  and  team  sports. 

Mr.  Masi  says,  “Our  first  year  of  participation  in  the  South 
Shore  League  proved  that  our  entry  into  a  league  of  schools  our  own 
size  was  a  wise  move  on  th  the  part  of  the  School  Committee.”  Most 
notable  —  a  second  place  in  basketball  and  an  undefeated  cham¬ 
pionship  season  by  one  of  our  finest  cross  country  teams.  We  have 
added  girls’  tennis  to  our  athletic  offerings  and  will  be  recom¬ 
mending  girls’  track  and  gymnastics. 

We  look  forward  to  the  pool  at  Burkland-Mayflower.  This  will 
round  out  our  physical  education  interscholastic  program.  My 
thanks  to  Mr.  Joseph  Masi  and  his  fine  staff  for  their  efforts  this 
past  year. 

The  Music  Department  has  expanded  their  excellent  offerings 
to  youngsters  with  an  interest  in  music.  Their  activities  included,  in 
addition  to  numerous  public  concert  appearances,  the  productionsof 
“Rip  Van  Winkle,”  by  Mrs.  Grove’s  sixth  graders,  “The  Dude  Goes 
West,”  by  Mrs.  Bichsel’s  third  graders  at  School  Street  School  and 
many  others  including  “Mary  Poppins.”  The  Operetta  “1776” 
presented  by  Mrs.  Sherman’s  Junior  High  School  classes  was 
outstanding.  The  elementary  instrumental  music  program  was 
extended  to  the  fourth  grades  this  year.  The  elementary  band  and 
orchestra  gave  concerts  which  were  filled  to  capacity.  The  Junior 
High  band  and  orchestras  under  Mr.  Brooks,  Mr.  Nelson  and  Mr. 
Hartford  gave  concerts.  Mr.  Brooks’  newly  formed  All  Girls  Glee 
Club  of  45  voices  proved  outstanding  as  was  his  a  Cappella  Choir  and 
Men’s  Chorus.  This  year  the  High  School  a  Cappella  Choir  and  Band 
travelled  to  Alstead,  N.H.  for  an  Exchange  Concert  with  Fall 
Mountain  Regional  High  School.  About  one-fourth  of  our  High 
School  students  took  part  in  one  musical  activity  or  another,  a  fine 
tribute  to  Mr.  Nelson,  Mr.  Brooks  and  Mrs.  Bichsel. 

Thanks  to  the  Peirce  Trustees,  the  Middleborough  High  School 
marching  band  and  color  guards  appeared  resplendent  in  113  new 
uniforms  for  which  we  are  most  grateful.  Mr.  Ken  Higgins  handled 
the  marching  this  year  and  a  marked  improvement  was  noted.  My 
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thanks  to  Mr.  Nelson,  Mr.  Brooks  and  the  entire  Music  Department 
for  an  outstanding  year. 

Our  budget  continues  to  climb  with  about  95  per  cent  of  our 
budget  attributable  to  State  mandated  programs,  including 
collective  bargaining.  Chapter  766  has  added  to  these  financial 
burdens  for  the  coming  year.  We  have  fond  hopes  that  the 
Legislature  will  see  fit  to  fund  this  Bill,  which  provides  services  for 
youngsters  with  special  need,  age  three  to  twenty-one. 

As  in  the  past,  we  will  make  every  effort  to  manage  the  schools 
as  we  would  a  business,  obtaining  the  best  value  for  every  dollar  we 
spend.  We  will  continue  to  work  to  persuade  the  State  to  properly 
fund  new  legislation  and  meet  their  financial  obligations  for  existing 
mandated  programs.  Finally,  we  pledge  our  students  the  best 
possible  educational  program  our  resources  can  provide. 

My  thanks  to  the  School  Committee,  the  Peirce  Trustees,  the 
administrators,  the  teachers,  the  nurses,  the  clerks,  the  cafeteria 
works,  the  aides,  the  custodians  and  maintenance  men,  the  bus 
operators  and  drivers  for  their  help  and  cooperation.  I  am  also 
grateful  to  the  Selectmen,  the  Finance  Committee,  the  Conservation 
Commission,  Mr.  Anders  Martenson,  Mrs.  Ruth  Caswell,  Mrs. 
William  F.  Warner,  Mr.  Stephen  Horbal,  Mr.  Stuart  Peak,  Mrs. 
Ellen  Grant,  Mr.  Weldon  Thomas  and  their  staffs  and  others  without 
whose  help  our  job  would  be  most  difficult. 

Finally,  my  thanks  to  Mr.  James  C.  Hilton,  my  affable 
assistant,  my  very  efficient  office  staff,  my  wife  and  the  students 
and  Townspeople  of  Middleborough.

MIDDLEBOROUGH  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

A  basic  structure  of  organization  exists  in  our  elementary 
schools.  Each  district  is  under  the  supervision  of  a  principal,  each 
classroom  under  the  supervision  of  a  teacher;  in  addition,  there  ar£ 
support  personnel  upon  whose  specific  expertise  both  teachers  and 
principals  depend.  Therefore  we  deem  it  fitting  to  begin  our  annual 
report  with  a  word  of  appreciation  to  these  talented  people. 

As  we  have  been  working  together,  we  have  developed  a  closer 
reliance  upon  their  assistance,  and  appreciate  their  interest  and 
concern  for  the  pupils  in  our  schools.  Most  of  these  people  will 
submit  individual  reports,  so  we  will  not  attempt  to  go  into  details  of 
their  daily  work.  But  we  wish  it  known  that  we  find  them  an  integral 
and  important  part  of  our  school  organization.  In  general  we  refer  to 
the  regular  teacher  aides,  the  reading  teacher  aides,  the  Director  of 
Reading,  the  Supervisor  of  Reading,  the  Special  Classes  personnel, 
the  Speech  Therapists,  the  School  Adjustment  Counsellors,  the 
various  specialists  and  health  support  personnel. 

Released  time  has  become  an  important  part  of  our  educational 
program.  Its  value  lies  in  the  willingness  of  all  to  share  in  a  con¬ 
centrated  and  united  effort  to  make  the  meetings  a  valuable  and 
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poignant  adjunct  to  our  teacher  in-service  programs.  This  year 
began  with  a  very  comprehensive  survey  being  made  as  to  the  types 
of  programs  the  teachers  were  most  desirous  of  formulating.  Thus 
far  an  extremely  successful  speaker-workshop  program  en¬ 
compassing  the  areas  of  language  arts,  mathematics  and  science 
has  been  conducted.  Plans  are  in  progress  for  grade  meetings  in 
January,  a  speaker  of  note  in  April  and  a  media  fair  in  May.  Em¬ 
phasis  must  be  placed  upon  the  broad  teacher  participation  in  the 
planning  of  these  programs.  The  released  time  program  is  rounded 
out  by  two  parent-teacher  conference  days,  one  in  November,  and 
one  in  March. 

A  good  educational  program  is  concerned  with  the  total 
development  of  the  child.  The  school  program  must  be  so  structured 
that  each  child  has  the  opportunity  to  achieve  his  potential.  The 
elementary  school  program  in  our  town  is  oriented  toward  sound 
educational  goals.  Basic  curriculum  guides,  developed  by  teachers 
and  administrators,  are  utilized  by  the  classroom  teacher.  Our 
Reading  Program  is  based  on  the  individual  needs  of  the  pupil. 
Reading  groups/classes  are  organized  according  to  pupil  needs.  The 
teachers  use  special  reading  materials  and  techniques  to  aid  the 
pupil  to  acquire  the  skills  and  knowledge  required  to  proceed  to  the 
next  level  of  difficulty. 

The  other  traditional  curriculum  areas  of  Arithmetic,  Science, 
Social  Studies,  Spelling,  Penmanship,  Health,  etc.  are  considered  to 
be  a  vital  part  of  a  child’s  school  life  and  accordingly  given  high 
priority  in  our  educational  structure. 

Another  important  aspect  of  the  school  program  is  to  help  pupils 
grow  up  to  be  well  informed,  concerned  citizens.  Children  learn  how 
to  work  together  in  groups,  to  respect  the  rights  of  others,  and  to 
respect  the  community  in  which  they  live.  Each  teacher,  during  the 
course  of  the  school  day,  utilizes  any  and  all  occasions  that  arise  to 
instruct  the  class  in  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  being  a  good 
citizen. 

The  Henry  B.  Burkland  School  Report  Card  Study  Committee 
completed  its  work  and  presented  its  recommendations  to  the 
Middleborough  School  Committee  in  June.  Their  report  was 
adopted.  The  new  progress  report  card  was  implemented  this  past 
September.  Each  parent  received  an  explanatory  letter  prior  to  the 
first  issue  of  the  progress  report. 

A  child’s  achievement  is  now  evaluated  in  terms  of  his  own 
abilities  and  not  compared  to  that  of  his  classmates. 

The  new  progress  report  card  for  Grades  5  and  6  is  now 
philosophically  compatible  with  the  progress  report  card  for  Grades 
1-4. 

Parent-teacher  contacts  continue  to  be  the  key  upon  which  the 
success  of  any  reporting  system  rests.

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MEMORIAL  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

A  major  change  in  the  mode  of  scheduling  was  instituted  at  the 
Memorial  Junior  High  School  this  September,  brought  about 
primarily  because  of  a  rapid  increase  in  enrollment.  The  school  is 
now  being  run  on  a  six  day  rotating  schedule.  This  unique  schedule 
provides  the  needed  flexibility  and  more  uniform,  smaller  classes, 
particularly  for  non-academic  subjects  which  meet  twice  a  week. 
The  six  days  are  designated  by  a  color  sequence  starting  with 
yellow  and  ending  with  green,  providing  a  system  where  the  actual 
day  of  the  week  plays  a  minor  role.  Further  advantages  have  been 
evidenced,  such  as  the  recurring  Monday  holidays  always  falling  on 
a  different  day  of  the  rotating  schedule,  thus  avoiding  a  continual 
deletion  of  the  same  classes.  Also,  the  scheduling  of  classes  that 
meet  twice  or  three  times  per  week  is  greatly  simplified  within  a 
structure  of  six  days  rather  than  five. 

This  innovative  approach  to  scheduling  has  not  disturbed  the 
individualized  programing  which  has  been  so  eminently  successful 
during  the  past  school  year.  We  are  continuing  to  group  by  five 
ability  levels  in  the  academic  subjects  based  on  past  performance  in 
a  particular  subject,  with  mixed  or  heterogeneous  grouping  in  the 
non-academic  areas.  Evaluation,  or  marking,  is  related  directly  to 
each  level  where  it  is  possible  to  receive^  honor  grades  in  any  or  all 
levels.  Thus,  the  reward  is  commensurate  with  the  effort  at  that 
level.  Our  overall  rate  of  failure  for  the  first  term  was  1.2  per  cent 
for  the  entire  student  body  of  over  600  pupils.  We  feel  that  the 
traditional  marking  system,  coupled  with  the  placement  in  a  level 
that  best  suits  the  needs  of  the  individual  provides  the  greatest 
motivation  with  a  constructive  approach. 

Our  efforts  to  individualize  each  student’s  program  is  being 
jeopardized  by  a  constant  increase  in  the  enrollment.  For  instance, 
from  the  school  year  1972-73  to  the  present  1973-74,  we  have  ab¬ 
sorbed  fifty-one  pupils,  or  an  increase  of  9  per  cent.  Next  year  we 
anticipate  another  increase  of  6  per  cent,  or  thirty-seven  more 
pupils,  based  on  present  enrollment  figures  in  grade  6.  These  in¬ 
creases  do  not  take  into  account  any  new  students  moving  into  town 
due  to  new  home  or  apartment  construction,  a  very  real  con¬ 
sideration  in  the  immediate  future.  We  are,  therefore,  requesting 
the  School  Committee  for  two  additional  teachers  for  the  next  school 
year.  One  would  teach  Social  Studies  and  English,  and  the  other, 
Mathematics  and  Science.  The  non-academic  areas  would  have  to 
absorb  the  increases  which  will  be  eased  with  the  rotating  schedule. 

Emphasis  upon  the  continuity  of  the  reading  programs  initiated 
in  the  lower  grades  has  been  a  primary  concern  of  our  English 
department.  A  secondary  reading  workshop  given  by  Mrs.  Wilrene 
Card  was  attended  by  four  junior  high  and  one  senior  high  teacher. 
Successful  approaches  and  materials  were  evaluated  during  the 
meetings  and  a  model  program  was  observed  in  a  nearby  town. 
Close  coordination  with  the  sixth  grade  teachers  at  the  Henry  B. 
Burkland  School  allowed  us  to  continue  remedial  students  at  the 
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appropriate  levels  in  grade  seven.  A  team  approach  has  been  used 
by  our  English  teachers  of  grade  seven  and  the  remedial  reading 
teacher.  The  ultimate  goal  is  complete  continuity  for  remedial 
reading  students  from  grades  five  through  eight. 

A  developmental  reading  program  has  been  initiated  in  the  top 
and  middle  levels  of  both  grades,  incorporating  the  teaching  of 
specific  reading  skills  as  well  as  a  limited  program  of  speed 
reading.  We  are  still  hoping  that  a  developmental  reading 
laboratory  can  be  installed  in  the  library  balcony  with  a  full  time 
teacher  to  augment  the  program  at  the  high  school. 

Our  concern  for  reading  skills  is  also  evident  in  the  Social 
Studies  department.  Last  year  a  history  class  was  established 
specifically  for  students  having  a  reading  disability,  and  its  success 
has  led  to  the  formation  of  a  similar  class  for  students  in  grade 
seven  geography.  These  classes  are  taught  by  a  teacher  especially 
trained  in  this  area,  Mrs.  Bettencourt. 

A  Social  Studies  Fair  was  held  for  the  first  time  to  display 
student  projects,  featuring  foods  and  clothing  from  areas  studied  in 
the  seventh  grade  curriculum,  including  Latin  America,  Asia,  and 
Africa.  Eighth  graders  studying  colonial  America  presented  a 
musical  play  based  on  the  Broadway  film  “1776”,  directed  by  Mrs. 
Sherman.  Extensive  classroom  use  of  video  tape  equipment,  as  well 
as  creative  8  mm  film  cartoons  were  also  incorporated  into  the 
display. 

The  history  and  government  of  Middleboro  are  now  studied  in 
depth  in  grade  eight,  building  on  the  foundation  established  in  grade 
three  of  our  system.  Students  study  the  traditional  eras  of  American 
history,  and  on  its  conclusion,  then  study  Middleboro  history  during 
that  era.  A  special  study  of  Wampanoag  Indians  will  be  done  as  a 
part  of  the  unit  on  the  American  Indian.  Students  in  one  eighth 
grade  class  are  writing  a  booklet  on  Middleboro  consisiting  of  a 
history,  an  explanation  of  government,  and  industries  of  the  town. 
Drawings  of  historic  sites  and  a  topographic  map  of  the  town  will  be 
included. 

The  science  department  has  been  functioning  very  well  with  an 
expanded  program  now  in  its  second  year.  An  improvement  in  the 
curriculum  for  grade  eight  is  anticipated  with  the  incorporation  of  a 
half  year  of  Earth  Science,  now  that  it  is  no  longer  taught  at  the  high 
school  as  a  course.  Many  of  the  concepts  now  taught  in  physical 
science  would  be  delayed  to  the  Introduction  to  Matter  and  Energy 
course  at  the  high  school. 

Our  library  has  evidenced  a  growing  importance  in  the  total 
educational  picture.  Every  eighth  grade  student  is  now  given  four 
classroom  periods  of  instruction  in  library  materials  and  methods 
early  in  the  school  year.  Additionally  every  seventh  grade  student 
was  given  an  initial  introduction  to  the  library  in  September  prior  to 
its  opening.  The  book  circulation  has  steadily  increased  so  that  the 
monthly  average  last  year  was  622  with  an  annual  total  of  5,600.  This 
fall  the  monthly  average  is  up  to  842.  The  average  daily  attendance 
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has  doubled  from  last  year’s  average  of  90  per  day  to  182  per  day  for 
the  past  three  months. 

In  conclusion,  the  educational  climate  of  Memorial  Junior  High 
School  is  providing  a  productive,  challenging  opportunity  for  our 
seventh  and  eighth  grade  students.  It  is  our  vital  concern  that  this 
atmosphere  be  continually  evaluated  and  improved.

MIDDLEBOROUGH  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Evaluation  of  Middleborough  High  School  took  place  in 
November,  1972  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges.  That  Association’s  Commission  on  Public  Secondary 
Schools  last  March  voted  full  accreditative  status  to  our  high  school 
for  a  period  of  5  years.  This  status  is  to  be  continued  for  an  ad¬ 
ditional  5  years  without  further  formal  evaluation  until  the  lapse  of 
the  full  10  years  provided  certain  curricular  changes  and  im¬ 
provements  are  met. 

We  at  Middleborough  High  School  are  fully  aware  of  our 
obligation  to  meet  the  recommendations  of  the  New  England 
Association.  Thus,  we  are  in  the  process  of  achieving  this  on  a 
continual  basis. 

We  opened  this  school  year  with  a  number  of  curricular  changes 
in  keeping  with  the  aforementioned  Association’s  suggestions  plus 
innovative  courses  initiated  through  teacher-student  deliberations. 

Our  objective  is  ever  increasingly  to  meet  the  needs  of  our 
students  in  objectified,  well-defined  academic  areas.  New 
curricular  offerings  during  this  school  year  (1973-74)  include: 

(1)  International  Foods:  a  course  open  to  all  and  concerned  with 
the  foods  of  other  nations,  ethnic  delicacies,  and  instruction  in 
their  preparations. 

(2)  Piano  Keyboard  II:  an  expansion  of  our  initial  work  in  this  area 
offering  further  in-depth  training. 

(3)  Amerindians:  an  anthropological  course  dealing  with  the 
Eastern,  Southern,  and  Central  Plains  Indians. 

(4)  Black  Literature  :  a  sociological  approach  to  the  problems  and 
accomplishments  of  the  black  community  studied  through  their 
literary  accomplishments. 

(5)  Portraiture:  art  endeavors  concerned  with  the  facial  area,  its 
anatomy  and  physiology. 

(6)  Geopolitics:  a  course  in  political  geography  offered  to 
sophomores  interested  in  furthering  their  background  in 
national  structures. 

(7)  Calligraphy:  a  technical  drawing  course  in  the  techniques  of 
Old  English  printing  and  other  variants  in  printing  forms. 
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(8)  Search  for  Self:  designed  for  junior  and  seniors  interested  in  the 
dynamics  of  the  teen-age  years  and  wish  to  explore  what  goals 
and  values  are  meaningful  to  themselves. 

(9)  Slide  Rule:  instruction  in  operations  of  multiplication,  division, 
roots,  powers,  proportions  and  basic  trigonometric  functions. 

(10)  Fundamentals  of  Carpentry:  an  involved  minor  course  dealing 
with  home  construction,  surveying,  foundations,  framing, 
landscaping,  and  grading. 

(11)  Bachelor  Skills:  for  men  only,  all  principles  of  nutrition,  food 
selection,  preparation  and  meal  serving.  Selection  and  care  of 
clothing  is  also  covered. 

(12)  Journalism:  the  concepts  of  objectivity,  bias,  editorial 
responsibility,  and  suitability  of  news  are  considered.  All  ac¬ 
tivities  evolve  around  the  publication  of  a  school  newspaper. 

(13)  Program  Service  Assistantships:  minor  credit  is  now  offered 
to  students  assisting  in  Business  Education,  Library,  Audio- 
Visual,  Science  and  Homemaking. 

(14)  Career  Exploration:  students  without  classes  periods  six  and- 
or  seven  may  elect  to  serve  in  local  businesses,  hospitals,  nur¬ 
sing  homes,  or  elementary  schools  without  pay  in  order  to  gain 
first-hand  experience  in  these  areas  of  endeavor. 

The  condition  of  the  school  is  excellent,  the  attitudes  of  the 
students  are  exemplary.  These  results  can  only  be  attributed  to  a 
fine,  service-prone,  conscientious  faculty  and  staff.  Appreciation  is 
extended  here  to  all  for  their  cooperative  spirit  and  desire  to  make 
our  excellent  facility  operate  even  better.

MUSIC  DEPARTMENT 

This  year  the  Music  Department  presented  two  elementary 
concerts  in  May;  a  string-vocal  program,  and  a  band  program.  Both 
concerts  were  filled  to  capacity  with  parents  and  friends. 

The  elementary  music  specialists  offered  many  programs 
during  the  year.  Mrs.  Grove’s  sixth  graders  took  part  in  a  musical 
presentation  of  the  classic  story  Rip  Van  Winkle,  while  Mrs. 
Bichsel’s  third  grade  classes  at  School  Street  School  offered  an 
extravaganza  called  The  Dude  Goes  West.  Miss  Whitmore 
presented  several  programs  at  Flora  Clark,  West  Side,  and  Union 
Street  School,  one  of  which  was  Mary  Poppins. 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  an  operetta  was  undertaken  at 
the  Junior  High  School.  Mrs.  Sherman’s  classes  rendered  a  sterling 
performance  of  the  musical  “1776”. 
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Mrs.  Grove’s  sixth  grade  chorus  participated  in  an  exchange 
concert  with  Dighton,  and  Mrs.  Bichsel’s  fifth  grade  chorus  at¬ 
tended  a  concert  at  Symphony  Hall,  Boston. 

The  Junior  High  band,  orchestra  and  glee  club  performed  at  the 
Annual  Junior  High  School  Concert. 

Mr.  Brooks’  newly  formed  Girls  Glee  Club  of  45  voices  for 
grades  9-12  sang  at  all  the  high  school  concerts  during  the  year 
including  graduation. 

The  High  School  a  Cappella  Choir  and  Band  traveled  to  Alstead, 
New  Hampshire  in  March  for  an  exchange  concert  with  Fall 
Mountain  Regional  High  School. 

Middleborough  was  represented  in  1973  with  students  per¬ 
forming  in  S.E.M.S.B.A.,  District,  and  All-State  music  festivals. 
For  the  fourth  straight  year,  a  Middleborough  vocal  student  has 
been  accepted  to  the  Boston  Concordia  Choral,  to  give  extensive 
concerts  throughout  Europe.  Middleborough’s  representative  this 
year  was  Diane  DeCourcy. 

Mrs.  Bichsel’s  high  school  Music  History  Class  wrote  an 
original  drama,  “An  Evening  with  Romantic  Composers”,  which 
was  videotaped  by  the  Audio-Visual  Department.  Authentic 
costumes  and  furnishings  were  used  to  enhance  the  era. 

After  another  successful  M.H.S.  Pops  Concert,  all  the  par¬ 
ticipants,  of  which  there  were  175  music  students,  attended  a  Boston 
Pops  Concert  in  June. 

Middleborough  can  be  proud  of  the  many  graduates  in  the  past 
three  years  who  have  continued  their  music  at  the  college  level  — 
either  as  a  music  major  or  as  an  activity.  At  the  present  time  there 
are  three  students  majoring  in  music  at  Lowell  State  College,  and 
numerous  others  who  take  part  in  musical  organizations  other  than 
as  a  music  major.  They  include  the  following:

In  June  the  resignation  of  Miss  Margaret  Whitmore  was  ac¬ 
cepted  and  the  Music  Department  welcomed  Mrs.  Sylvia  Thornton 
to  teach  music  at  the  Memorial  Junior  High  School.  Mrs.  Patty 
Lacerda  joined  the  Music  Department  on  a  part-time  basis.  The 
services  of  Mr.  Kenneth  Higgins  were  used  to  assist  the  High  School 
Band  and  Color  Guard  during  the  football  season.  A  marked  im¬ 
provement  was  seen  in  the  half-time  shows  at  the  games. 

At  the  end  of  1973,  numerous  Christmas  Programs  were  held  at 
the  Mayflower,  Burkland,  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools. 
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The  High  School  Band  wishes  to  thank  the  Peirce  Estate 
Trustees  for  the  purchase  of  113  new  High  School  Band  uniforms  this 
year.  The  old  uniforms  provided  good  service  for  fourteen  years.

DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL 
EDUCATION  AND  ATHLETICS 

Our  physical  education  program  is  an  integral  part  of  the  total 
educational  program.  While  it  is  concerned  with  all  aspects  of  the 
individual’s  development,  it  has  its  specific  responsibilities.  The 
curriculum  includes  rhythms,  gymnastics,  individual  and  dual 
activities,  and  team  sports.  Through  these  activities  growth  and 
development  are  promoted,  physical  fitness  fostered  and  main¬ 
tained,  skills  acquired  and  personal  and  social  values  developed. 

At  the  primary  level  the  fundmental  skills  of  walking,  running, 
skipping,  hopping,  jumping,  throwing,  and  catching  are  presented 
for  the  first  time.  Appropriate  games,  rhythmic  activities,  and  self¬ 
testing  activities  which  involve  the  fundamental  skills  are  then 
introduced. 

Physical  education  at  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools  levels 
includes  the  instructional,  (basic  and  adapted)  intramurals, 
recreational,  and  interscholastic  programs.  Our  first  year  of  par¬ 
ticipation  in  the  South  Shore  League  proved  that  our  entry  into  the 
lower  classified  league  to  compete  with  schools  our  size  was  a  wise 
move  on  the  part  of  the  School  Committee.  Victories  are  more 
frequent  for  both  boys  and  girls  and  morale  is  much  higher.  Our 
most  notable  athletic  accomplishments  were  a  second  place  finish 
by  our  basketball  team  and  an  undefeated  championship  finish  by 
one  of  our  finest  cross  country  teams  in  the  fall  of  1973.’ 

The  development  and  interest  on  the  part  of  girls  in  the  in¬ 
terscholastic  program  for  both  the  junior  and  senior  high  schools  in 
making  great  strides  at  the  present  time.  We  have  added  tennis  to 
the  girls’  interscholastic  program.  In  the  near  future  we  should  add 
track  and  gymnastics. 

We  are  looking  forward  with  great  anticipation  to  the  opening  of 
the  swimming  pool  at  the  Burkland-Mayflower  complex.  The  ad¬ 
dition  of  this  facility  will  round  out  our  program  in  both  physical 
education  and  interscholastic  athletics.  It  will  also  provide  a  year- 
round  swimming  facility  to  the  citizens  of  Middleborough.  We  will 
teach  the  complete  Red  Cross  swimming  lesson  program  to  all 
Middleborough  school  children  and  also  adults  in  after-school  hours. 
This  is  especially  important  at  this  time  because  of  the  great  many 
lives  lost  in  our  country  because  of  swimming  accidents.

In  order  that  this  report  be  as  comprehensive  as  possible,  I 
herewith  submit  the  report  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services  by  areas  of 
direct  pupil  support. 

School  Health  programs  and  services  play  a  vital  part  in  the  day 
by  day  life  of  every  school  aged  child.  The  school  nurse  is  the  first 
contact  a  child  has  with  school  personnel  from  the  time  of  initial 
registration  for  Kindergarten  or  First  Grade. 

As  programs  of  awareness  and  preventive  medicine  are  and 
have  been  expanded  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  Education,  the  complex  role  of  the  school  nurse  has 
taken  on  new  dimensions. 

Below  is  the  statistical  report  of  the  school  health  program. 
Immunization  Clinics 

Mumps  Clinic  held  February  15,  1973  with  26  school  children 
immunized  in  Grades  5  and  6.  Measles  Clinic  held  March  14,  1973 
with  34  school  children  immunized  in  Grades  1  through  8.  Diphtheria 
Tetanus  Clinic  held  June  4,  1973  with  14  school  children  immunized 
in  Grade  8.  Polio  Clinic  held  June  11,  1973  with  363  school  children 
immunized  in  Grades  1  through  8.  German  Measles  Clinic  scheduled 
for  April  was  cancelled  on  recommendation  of  Board  of  Health  due 
to  mini-measles  epidemic. 

Heaf  testing  held  February  6,  1973  with  433  tested  in  Grades  1 
and  9;  no  positive  reactors. 
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Physical  examiniations  were  done  on  students  in  Grades  1,4,  7, 
10  and  all  students  participating  in  sports.  Dr.  Silliker  examined 
1,312  students. 

Vision  and  Hearing  tests  were  done  on  the  entire  student 
population.  There  were  188  vision  failures  and  83  hearing  failures. 
Notices  were  sent  home  with  appropriate  referrals. 

Registration  of  279  children  with  239  registering  for  Kin¬ 
dergarten  and  40  registering  for  First  Grade. 

A  Handicapped  List  was  compiled  and  distributed.  Post  and 
Pre-natal  conferences  were  held  to  provide  students  with  good 
medical  care  when  indicated.  Teacher/nurse  conferences  held  with 
emphasis  on  handicapped  children.  Conferences  held  with  com¬ 
munity  resource  people.  Home  visits  were  made  to  children  being 
tutored  and  when  requested.  First  Aid  administered  to  students  as 
required.  Children  were  taken  to  or  referred  to  hospital  when 
necessary.  All  students  were  weighed  and  measured.  Routine  in¬ 
spections  were  held  for  pediculi.  Dental  Clinic  was  held  with  830 
students  examined  and  evaluated  by  Dr.  Canucci. 

Adjustment  Counsellors  (Elementary) 

Our  main  thrust  in  this  program  is  individualizing  and  assisting 
the  troubled  and  troublesome  child.  We  have  been  in  daily  contact 
with  all  of  the  school  principals  and  the  teachers  in  order  to  assist 
children  to  adapt  their  behavior  and  learning  styles  into  a  more 
productive  pattern.  As  all  cities  and  towns  prepare  to  implement  the 
new  Special  Needs  Child  legislation,  the  Adjustment  Counsellor’s 
role  is  expanding  to  better  serve  our  entire  elementary  school 
population.  The  channel  of  communication  with  outside  school 
department  sources  is  maintained  and  reinforced  daily  with  con¬ 
ferences,  calls  and  comprehensive  planning  for  our  students  in 
need. 

The  visitation  phase  of  this  program,  the  close  proximity  to  the 
child  in  the  classroom  and  parental  contacts  are  the  nerve  centers 
through  which  individualized  educational  planning  generates.  The 
Adjustment  Counsellors  have,  through  their  expertise  and 
availability,  given  the  teachers,  specialists  and  principals  insights 
to  the  needs  of  children  that  in  the  past  have  been  clouded. 

Guidance  Counselling  (Secondary) 

Commencing  in  September  of  this  year,  we  expanded  our  Junior 
High  Guidance  Counsellor  staff.  By  this  act  we  now  have  a  coun¬ 
sellor  for  every  300  students  enrolled  in  Grades  7  through  12.  The 
two  new  counsellors  at  the  Junior  High  School  are  Sandra  Petrosek 
and  Robert  White  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  continuing  the 
excellent  services  to  the  children  at  the  Junior  High  School. 

I  am  obliged  to  report  the  resignations  of  two  of  our  counsellors 
effective  at  the  end  of  June  1973.  Miss  Lois  Hamilton  resigned  to 
marry  and  relocate  in  New  Mexido  and  Mrs.  Barbara  M.  Kohl 
resigned  to  remain  at  home  and  raise  her  new  son. 
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At  the  Senior  High  School  we  are  pleased  to  welcome  to  the 
counsellor  ranks  Mr.  Harvey  F.  Brooks,  a  long  time  career  science 
teacher  at  Middleborough  High  School. 

The  staff  of  the  Guidance  Department  makes  every  effort  to 
help  a  student  plan  his  immediate  future  through  scholastic  and 
vocational  testing.  On  the  basis  of  such  testing  they  strive  to  help 
him  select  the  proper  courses  and  to  assist  him  in  making  career 
decisions  relative  to  the  several  post-secondary  choices  —  colleges, 
junior  colleges,  schools  of  nursing,  as  well  as  schools  of  a  technical 
or  vocational  nature  —  that  are  open  to  him  in  order  that  he  might 
become  a  maximal  citizen  from  a  personal  as  well  as  command 
point  of  view. 

The  staff,  whenever  possible,  also  arranges  formal  and  in¬ 
formal  meetings  between  students  and  representatives  of  post¬ 
secondary  schools,  or  prospective  employers.  They  further  provide 
follow-up  services  for  graduates  of  Middleborough  High  School  as 
well  as  counselling  for  students  on  a  planned  or  crisis  basis;  and 
they  often  help  parents  to  locate  and  obtain  outside  professional 
assistance  whenever  the  need  arises. 

A  breakdown  of  a  follow-up  study  of  Middleborough  High  School 
graduates  is  attached  to  this  report. 

Some  of  the  services  presently  offered  at  Middleborough 
Memorial  Junior  High  School  are:  personal  counselling,  scheduling, 
testing,  home  visits  and  reports,  maintenance  of  Guidance  Records, 
referrals  to  other  agencies  and  with  the  opening  of  Bristol-Plymouth 
Regional  Vocational  Technical  School,  supportive  work  to  assist 
students  in  making  initial  career  selections  for  secondary  school 
concentrations. 

Program  for  Children  with  Special  Educational  Needs 

We  now  offer  a  program  of  service  in  all  areas  for  children  with 
special  needs.  The  supportive  services  that  we  offer  are:  Speech 
Therapy,  Perceptual  Training,  Programs  of  Adjustment,  Programs 
for  Academic  Support. 

The  Speech  Therapy  Program  is  designed  to  screen  annually  all 
primary  aged  children  for  speech  defects  and  hearing  losses.  Those 
children  in  need  of  this  specialized  instruction  and  support  are  seen 
twice  weekly  and  their  individual  progress  is  noted  and  reported  to 
their  parents,  teachers  and  principals.

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In  addition,  the  therapists  work  closely  with  the  school  nurses  to 
develop  and  maintain  close  follow-up  for  outside  school  agency 
support.  During  this  calendar  year  over  250  children  have  been 
enrolled  in  this  program. 

Learning  Disabilities 

This  program  is  designed  to  serve  children  who  have  learning 
imbalances  and  who  need  individual  or  small  group  instruction  in 
order  to  better  function  in  the  school  setting.  At  present  we  have  a 
full  time  teacher,  Miss  Rose  Guimares  at  Henry  B.  Burkland 
School. 

This  program  is  fully  funded  this  year  under  a  Federal  grant 
developed  by  the  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services. 

In  addition  to  the  Henry  B.  Burkland  program,  our  service 
network  extends  to  the  smaller  schools  via  “Project  Pals”  mobile 
unit  and  Mrs.  Thalia  Soule.  The  children  of  the  Northern  District  are 
served  by  Mrs.  Elinore  Pasquill  and  the  Central  District  by  Miss 
Margaret  Sullivan. 

As  part  of  the  Perceptually  Handicapped  Program,  we  have 
been  able  to  augment  our  offerings  for  a  severe  hard-of-hearing  girl 
and  a  boy  with  aphasia.  These  children  have  had  individualized 
tutorial  assistance  and  the  teachers  have  had  a  resource  person  to 
call  upon  for  aids  and  techniques  in  their  daily  instructional  periods. 

Emotionally  Disturbed  Children 

We  have  been  able  to  continue  this  program  through  Federal 
funds  obtained  from  the  Middleborough-Lakeville  Mental  Health 
Center.  The  officers  of  the  Center,  the  Area  Mental  Health  staff  and 
the  Director  of  Pupil  Personnel  Services  were  able  to  develop  a 
grant  which  sustained  this  program  through  August  of  1973.  This 
program  has  been  totally  supported  locally  since  September  of  1973. 

Over  30  children  in  dire  need  of  extraordinary  support  are 
enrolled  in  this  program.  This  program  has  had  an  initial  effect  on 
the  students  and  staff  of  the  School  Department;  eg.,  we  can  look  for 
alternatives  for  children  who  are  troubled  but  who  with  specialized 
programming  can  learn,  develop  and  return  to  regular  classroom 
situations.  The  staff  members  of  this  program  are  Miss  Julie  Sloan, 

Thomas  Rogers  and  Randall  Spinney. 

Other  Programs 

The  programs  for  children  in  the  Practical  Arts  areas  are 
reflecting  the  high  levels  of  personal  involvement  of  the  teachers 
and  the  principals  where  these  programs  are  located.  Mrs.  Louise 
McGrath  is  now  our  teacher  with  the  trainably  retarded  children  at 
Union  Street  School.  Mrs.  Bonnie  Prophett  has  replaced  Mrs. 
Dorothy  Tarzia  in  our  program  at  Mayflower.  We  have  five 
programs  throughout  the  school  Department  serving  a  total  of  36 
children. 
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Reading  Program 

Remedial  Reading  at  the  Junior  High  School  has  taken  several 
new  turns  this  year.  In  addition  to  the  83  regular  remedial  students 
of  Mr.  Bichsel  and  the  five  regular  students  of  Mrs.  Chamberlain,  a 
seven  week  special  course  in  speed  reading  is  being  given  to  five 
students. 

As  a  result  of  an  in-service  workshop  given  in  the  spring  of  1973 
by  Mrs.  Wilrene  Card,  Reading  Specialist  Mr.  Bichsel  has  been 
working  three  periods  a  week  with  the  seventh  grade  basal  English 
class  and  two  periods  a  week  with  the  eighth  grade  basal  English 
class.  A  total  of  35  students  are  involved  in  this  effort  to  use  a  team 
teaching  approach  with  special  materials  to  diagnose  and  correct 
deficits  in  reading  skills. 

The  High  School  Reading  Laboratory,  staffed  by  Mrs.  Marie 
O’Brien,  Reading  Specialist,  and  aide  Jane  Pickering,  is  now  in  its 
third  year.  Through  1973  it  continued  to  operate  on  a  tri-dimensional 
level  with  advanced  readers  concentrating  on  improving  com¬ 
prehension  skills  and  reading  rate  acceleration;  average  readers 
focusing  on  building  vocabulary  and  general  comprehension  skills; 
while  less  proficient  readers  received  individual  and  group  in¬ 
struction  in  basic  word  attack  skills  and  fundamental  study  skills. 
The  Reading  Laboratory  gives  us  a  model  of  a  learning  Resource 
Center  which  could  be  of  great  benefit  in  every  school. 

Title  I,  Learning  Disabilities 

The  evaluator  of  Middleborough’s  Title  I  projects,  John  F. 
Murphy  (Director  of  Learning  Disabilities,  Speech  and  Reading  for 
the  Hingham  Public  Schools)  said  in  his  report  to  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Education  about  our  1972-1973  project: 

“Middleborough  and  its  public  schools  make  an  honest 
effort,  using  Title  I  monies,  to  help  children  in  need  learn 
how  to  learn. 

“At  first  glance  it  would  seem  that  this  is  a  reading 
oriented  project,  and  to  a  great  extent  it  is,  but  looking 
further  one  sees  that  Mrs.  Wilrene  Card,  the  Director,  has 
molded  around  her  reading  program  a  visual  perceptual,  an 
auditory  perceptual,  a  motor  development  program  both 
gross  and  fine  with  a  strong  emphasis  on  the  improvement 
and  maintenance  of  the  child’s  self  image  through  language 
arts,  specifically  reading.  The  hallmarks  of  this  year’s 
program  include  the  in-service  workshops,  the  use  of  Dr. 
Solomon  Slobins,  O.D.,  and  the  emphasis  on  an  eclectic 
approach  to  reading.’’ 

As  in  previous  years,  all  second,  third  and  fourth  grade  children 
who  exhibited  reading  difficulties  were  given  individual  tests,  and 
those  whose  needs  warranted  it  were  scheduled  for  individualized 
help  in  daily  small  group  sessions.  As  of  September,  1973  we  were 
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able  to  work  with  first  graders  who  were  having  difficulty  with 
beginning  reading.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  shift  our  emphasis  to 
PREVENTION  of  reading  problems  rather  than  just 
REMEDIATION.  We  were  able  to  add  the  first  graders  to  our 
program  and  schedule  111  children  in  September  1973  as  opposed  to 
88  the  previous  school  year  because  the  regular  Title  I  staff 
(Mesdames  Dorothy  Greene,  Marion  Levy,  Sherrard  MacDonald, 
Jane  Sullivan  and  Rebecca  Wood)  were  all  working  a  full  five-hour 
day  for  the  first  time. 

All  of  the  kindergarten  children  were  given  readiness  tests  in 
May  1973  by  Mrs.  Sally  MacLean  and  Mrs.  Bonnie  Prophett  who 
were  hired  with  reallocated  Federal  funds.  These  tests  and  the 
accompanying  evaluation  sheets  filled  out  by  the  kindergarten 
teachers  were  invaluable  to  us,  to  the  summer  school  kindergarten 
program,  and  to  the  children’s  first  grade  teachers  in  identifying 
specific  areas  needing  extra  attention  and  specific  children 
requiring  individual  help.  We  hope  in  this  way  to  prevent  some 
problems  from  ever  developing. 

Parents  of  children  in  the  Title  I  program  have  been  very 
cooperative  and  helpful.  Representatives  of  the  target  schools  at¬ 
tended  several  meetings  during  the  year  to  discuss  and  approve 
project  plans.  Mrs.  Edward  Bearse  was  chairman  of  the  Parents’ 
Advisory  Board  for  1972-1973  and  1973-1974.  Mrs.  Betty  Murphy 
served  as  secretary  for  1972-1973  and  Mrs.  Norma  Forkey  was 
elected  secretary  for  1973-1974. 


Programs  Occupational  in  Nature 

We  are  again  in  a  position  where  we  can  state  with  pride  and 
pleasure  that  our  efforts  to  expand  services  under  Federal 
programs  have  been  recognized.  During  this  past  year  we  have 
received  notification  of  awards  in  the  following  areas:  Business 
Education  received  $12,905  and  $2,475;  Distributive  Education 
received  $2,000.  This  brings  the  grand  total  of  Federal  funds 
received  to  date  under  this  Public  Law  to  $65,445. 

By  careful  planning  and  utilization  we  have  been  able  to  expand 
our  service  base,  develop  more  sophisticated  course  offerings  and 
purchase  equipment  which  would  be  unobtainable  under  local 
budget  considerations. 

I  must  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  personal  gratitude  to 
all  of  those  staff  members  who  quietly  and  efficiently  perform  their 
tasks  which  ultimately  enhance  the  learning  situation  of  our 
children.  The  administration,  teachers,  aides  and  others  have  given 
cooperation  that  is  at  best  described  as  outstanding. 
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One  could  truly  sum  up  this  report  by  paraphrasing  the  title  of  a 
long  time  play,  “Pupil  Personnel  Services  is  alive  and  well  and 
working  daily  in  Middleborough.”

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MEDIA  SERVICES 

During  the  past  year  school  library  facilities  have  continued  to 
expand.  The  book  collections  at  the  high  school,  junior  high  school, 
and  Burkland  School  have  been  increased  and  have  been  used  by 
more  students  and  teachers  than  in  previous  years.  The  Burkland 
School  library  has  shown  a  decrease  in  use  during  the  first  few 
months  of  the  1973  school  year  due  to  a  reduction  of  space  to  make 
room  for  an  additional  classroom.  This  situation  will  change, 
however,  when  the  new  media  center  is  opened  in  the  Burkland- 
Mayflower  Addition. 

This  year  with  the  help  of  Federal  funds,  library/ media 
facilities  have  been  expanded  in  the  Northern  Elementary  School 
District.  Through  the  use  of  Town  appropriated  funds,  classroom 
library  collections  have  continued  to  grow  in  the  Central  and 
Southern  School  Districts. 

Through  a  program  of  library  instruction  from  Grade  5  through 
Grade  12,  students  are  better  able  to  use  the  catalogs,  reference 
materials,  periodicals,  and  research  aids.  The  appreciations  and 
attitudes  developed  in  the  early  grades  towards  books  and  libraries 
allow  the  student  to  work  more  independently  as  he  reaches  the 
upper  grades.  It  is  hoped  that  these  behavioral  patterns  continue 
into  the  student’s  adult  life  so  that  he  will  be  conscious  of  the  func¬ 
tions  of  the  public,  college,  university  and  special  libraries.  Each 
student  receives  such  training  in  our  school  libraries  through  for¬ 
mal  instruction,  informal  book  talks,  teacher-librarian  initiated 
projects,  and  a  recreational  reading  club. 

Media  Services  combines  both  printed  materials  and 
audiovisual  materials.  Whereas  libraries  were  formerly  devoted  to 
the  printed  word,  school  media  centers  allow  students  and  teachers 
access  to  records,  filmstrips,  recorded  tapes  (both  audio  and  video) 
slides  and  other  projectuals.  Teachers  use  a  variety  of  audiovisual 
materials  to  complement  their  verbal  explanations  and  the  printed 
textbook.  Charts,  diagrams,  pictures,  films,  and  television  help 
reinforce  the  lectures  and  readings. 

Much  of  the  routine  processing  and  equipment  operation  is 
carried  on  by  student  assistants  in  all  of  the  schools.  Student 
librarians  and  audiovisual  assistants  are  trained  in  library 
procedures  and  production  techniques  so  as  to  be  of  service  to  the 
librarians,  teachers,  and  other  students.  At  the  high  school  these 
students  may  receive  credit  toward  graduation  for  participating  in 
the  program. 

Instruction  in  the  media  field  is  not  limited  to  students  alone. 
During  the  spring  semester  sixteen  teachers  representing  all  grade 
levels  participated  in  an  Audiovisual  Workshop.  To  have  a  better 
understanding  of  audiovisual  equipment  and  materials  these 
teachers  increased  their  skill  in  operating  equipment,  preparing 
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materials,  and  presenting  materials  to  their  classes.  Another 
workshop  is  planned  for  next  year. 

Special  commendation  should  go  to  the  library  personnel  at 
Memorial  Junior  High  School.  The  student  and  teacher  involvement 
in  library  projects  brought  about  by  the  initiative  and  enthusiasm  of 
the  librarian  accounts  for  the  phenomenal  growth  and  development 
of  this  library.  The  students  are  indeed  fortunate  to  be  guided  by  a 
faculty  and  an  administration  with  such  a  dynamic  interest  in 
library  development. 

One  of  my  main  objectives  has  been  to  make  the  school  libraries 
active  contributors  to  the  student’s  learning.  It  is  not  uncommon  to 
see  a  debate  being  videotaped  in  the  library,  or  a  film  being  shown 
followed  by  a  book  talk,  or  students  viewing  a  filmstrip  and  listening 
to  a  recorded  commentary  over  headphones.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
students  leave  with  the  understanding  that  libraries  are  centers  of 
information  disseminated  by  a  variety  of  formats. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  the  library  aides:  Mrs.  Kathleen  Clark 
who  very  capably  manages  the  Burkland  School  library;  Mrs. 
Beverly  Guilford  who,  under  Mrs.  Eleanor  Hammond,  carries  out 
many  duties  at  Memorial  Junior  High  School;  and  Mrs.  Doris  King 
who  not  only  assists  Mrs.  Astrid  McLean  in  the  high  school  library 
but  acts  as  my  secretary.  Without  the  work  of  these  three  very 
capable  people,  the  library  and  audiovisual  operations  would  be  in 
serious  disarray.
